A Michigan Air National Guard pi- 


lot en route to California was forced 
to make on emergency landing Tues- 
day at Glenvicw Naval Air Stntioi; 
after his F-10G Delta Dart malfunc- 
tioned over the Mississippi River. 


The sonic boom from his emergen- 


cy descent rattled windows and lit up 
police switchboards from Rockford to 
Glenvicw. 


Col. Walt Zust, of the 9014th Air 


F o r c e Information Squadron at 
O'Hnrc, said the pilot, Lt. Vcrnon 
Johnson, was on a flight from Self- 
ridge Air Force Base near Detroit to 
California, with a scheduled stop at 
Denver. Col. Zust said Lt, Johnson 
was over Dubuquo, Iowa, when lie 
notified the Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration that his plane's oil gauges 
were fluctuating. 


LT. JOHNSON declared an emer- 


gency and was directed by the FAA 
to land at Glenvicw, Col. Zust said. 
He was authorized to "make an 
emergency descent using the fastest 
means possible." Col. Zust said. 


Col. Zust said the fighter broke the 


sound barrier (720 mph) over Rock- 
ford, about 90 miles west of Glen- 
view. He said his office began receiv- 
ing calls on the sonic boom about 
11:13 a.m. 


Police switchboards throughout the 


Northwest suburbs were flooded with 
calls from citizens as the aircraft 
passed over the area about 11:23 
a.m. Police reported receiving calls 
30 minutes after the boom. 


Col. 
Zust said the plane suffered 


almost a total power failure as it ap- 
proached Glenvicw. 


"When he was at about 12,000 feet 


lie lost almost all his power. The fi- 
nal descent and landing were made 
almost without power." lie said. 


Lt. Johnson successfully 
landed 


the jet without further incident, Col. 
Zust said. 


THERE WERE some reports of 


broken windows in the area. Some 
ceiling tiles at the gymnasium of the 
H o f f m a n Elementary School in 
Schaumburg reportedly were dis- 
turbed by the sonic boom. 


Arlington Heights police reported 


"many calls. The emergency number 
has been swamped and we're getting 
calls through the village switch- 


board," 15 minutes alter the over- 
flight.

lice radio operator, said, "Only the 
whole city called." 


The telephone lines to the Palatine 


and Hoffman Estates police depart- 
ments were blocked with about 50 
calls each.

W h e e l i n g Township has allocated 


$20,000 in federal revenue-sharing to two 
local youth service agencies, the Omni- 
House in Wheeling and The Bridge in 
Palatine. Each will receive $10,000 for 
the fiscal year 1972-7:t. 


The township will distribute the federal 


money by paying certain bills the organi- 
zations accumulate every month, said 
Ethel Kolerus, supervisor. Officials have 
committed approximately $200,000 in a 
two-year period for mental health ser- 
vices, including those which deal with 
youths. The allocation represents about 
60 per cent of the township's total reve- 
nue sharing funds of $350,000. 


Besides the youth agencies, the town- 


ship's committee 
on mental health, 


formed to research and determine which 
agencies should receive federal moneys, 
plans to allocate money in the near fu- 
ture to other mental health organizations 
in the township. The committee is head- 
ed by Dwiglit Walton, Arlington Heights. 


Wheeling Township plans to give an- 


other $10.000 each to the two agencies In 
the next fiscal year. 


To date, the Omni House also will be 


receiving federal revenue sharing money 
from Vcrnon Township, and The Bridge, 
from Schaumburg Township. 


Revenue sharing is a program under 


which local taxing bodies are given fed- 
eral money to spend as they wish under 
federal guidelines.

W. Hobcrt Blair. It-Park Forest. 


Outlined by Hep. Harold A. Katr, 


D Glcncoc. the bill wns said by its spon- 
sors to Include "some of the best fca- 
turc< of both the governor's bill and of 
the Blair bill." 


The governor's office, turnover, imme- 


diately labeled the proposal a variation 
on the Blair proposal "which unfortu- 
nately assumes that sales tax relief is the 
dispensable part" of an UTA program. 


TIIK HIM. presented by Katz, and also 


sponsored by Rep. John E. Porter, 
R-Evanston. proposes diverting one-quar- 
ter cent of the state sales tax to RTA 
ftnnnclnu In the six-county metropolitan 
area. Another one-quarter cent of the 
sales tax would be rebated to local gov- 
ernments In the other 96 counties of the 


state to be applied to property tax relief. 


Dlalr is pushing for a one-half cent 


sales tax reduction statewide, with that 
amount to be applied to RTA in the six 
cottntles, and abated to the taxpayers 
Downstate. 


Walker Is holding out for a flat $10 re- 


bate of sales tax funds to every state 
resident. "This (Katz) proposal," said a 
spokesman for the governor, "eliminates 
tax relief altogether except to the Down- 
state land owner." 


The compromise proposal would pro- 


vide RTA with $32.5 million from the 
sales tax. as opposed to $103 million un- 
der the Blair bill. The now plan also 
would allocate to RTA $45 million from 
auto license fees in the-six-county area"; 
$55 million from a 5 per cent added tax 
on gasoline in the six-counties; and $15 
million from parking taxes. 


IN ADDITION. Katz and the other leg-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon will make a broadcast address to 
the nation tonight on what was called a 
"very acuto" energy crisis heightened by 
the Middle East conflict and prospects 
for n cold winter, White House aides 
said. 


No exact time had been set for the 


speech to be carried on television and 
radio. 


Nixon was expected to ask Congress 


for broad emergency powers to institute 
n rationing program If it is needed as 
well as lowering of automobile speed lim- 
its, temporary modification of clean air 
standards to allow wider use of coal, a 
cutback on airline schedules and other 
conservation measures. 


The president called his cabinet in 


Tuesday afternoon to discuss the prob- 
lem and scheduled a meeting today with 
both Democratic and Republican con- 
gressional leaders to outline his propos- 
als. 


The address is expected to focus on the 


short-term problem considered by White 
House energy advisers to be the most 
acute. The cutback on Middle East oil as 
a result of the conflict there has made 
shortages even more severe during the 
winter months when consumption Is high- 
est. 


The White House said Nixon would ask 


Congress for legislation to Intensify re- 
search into alternative energy sources 
which arc more abundant and do not 
have an adverse Impact on the environ- 
ment. 


Last April Nixon proposed a $10 billion 


federally financed research program to 
make the nation self-sufficient in energy 
by 1979. 


In Congress, Sen. Adlai Stevenson III, 


D-I11., joined other Democratic senators 
in introducing a bill to create a govern- 
ment-run corporation to explore for natu- 
ral gas deposits on federal lands. 


THESE MEN — mooting in Kuwait — have been sending 
ripples around the world.

Europe, Japan feel pinch

Backed to the wall by the Arab oil cut- 


back, nine European Common Market 
nations and Japan Tuesday called for Is- 
rael to "end its territorial occupation" of 
Arab lands. 


The Common Market nations, in a res- 


olution approved In Brussels, condemned 
"the acquisition of territory by force" 
and called for Israeli withdrawals to ter- 
ritory held before the 1967 Middle East 
war. 


The resolution appeared further to 


erode Israel's diplomatic position in the 
world and moved the Common Market 
even further from U.S. policy. 


Japan, facing a loss of 40 per cent of 


its entire oil imports, also urged imme- 
diate Israeli withdrawal to pre-1967 posi- 
tions. The Mainichi newspaper, one of 
the three largest in Japan, called it "a 
shift from a position of neutrality to one 
of a pro-Arab posture." 


Government sources said the cutback 


and threats of further cutbacks had had 
an enormous impact on the Japanese 
economy. 


Europe is dependent on the Middle 


East for approximately 80 per cent of its 
oil, and the Arab embargo thus far has 
hit European countries worse than the 
United States.

Kissinger whirls on in peace mission 


CAIRO (UPI) - 
U.S. Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger, trying to me- 
diate a Middle East settlement, arrived 
Tuesday for the most Important of his 
visits to five Arab nations with U.S. offi- 
dais insisting he is carrying no specific 
plan for peace. 


Kissinger is not "huckstering" any 


specific plan on his whirlwind journey 
through the Middle East, nor is lie 
"floating any plan" at all, State Depart- 
ment officials said. 


Kissinger held talks with President Ha- 


bib Bourguiba of Tunisia Tuesday night 
after flying from Rabat, where he had 
"useful" talks with King Hussan II of 


Morocco. 


He said his talks with Hussan gave 


him "greater determination and I hope 
greater courage to contribute to a peace 
in the Middle East that is just to all the 
people in the region." 


After a two-hour stopover in Tunis, he 


flew to Cairo and discussions with Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt. 


U.S. officials said Kissinger wants to 


solidify the cease-fire to make progress 
toward a 
permanent peace in the 


Mideast, adding that the two goals are 
"hard to separate." 


Kissinger and Sadat were scheduled to 


meet for the first time today for a two- 


hour meeting. Sadat met Tuesdnv in 
Cairo with foreign minister Ismail Fah- 
mi to hear a full report of Fahmi's week- 
end talks in Washington with Kissinger 
ard Present Nixon. 


Meanwhile, reports of new air and 


ground action marred the fragile cease- 
fire, ar.d Israel charged that Egypt was 
moving an entire army from Cairo to the 
Suez truce front. 


Syria said two flights of Israeli war- 


planes attacked early Tuesday, firing 
"mrny" Shrike air-to-ground missiles at 
Syrian ground positions in the first viola- 
trn re-or'rd fnvi t*-« northern front 
since the Oct. 22 cease-fire. 


Nixon's secretary holding 14 tapes

President Nixon's personal secretary, 


Rose Mary Woods, has 14 secret Water- 
gate tapes in her possession, Including 
six given to her Monday, a White House 
aide testified Tuesday. 


Chief U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 


ordered Miss Woods to testify after an 
earlier witness indicated she still might 
have seven or eight tapes which she first 
obtained during the weekend of Sept. 29 
at Camp David, Md. 


At a federal court hearing into the 


noncxlstcncc of two crucial Watergate 
tapes, John C. Bennett, a deputy to 
White House Chief of Staff Alexander M. 
Haig, said Miss Woods was given a half- 
dozen tapes to transcribe Monday on or- 
ders telephoned by Haig from Key Bis- 
cayne, Fia, 


Bennett snld the six tapes all related to 


a convcrstaion the President had with 
former White House counsel John W. 
Dean III on April 16, 1973. That was the 
day after a 35-minute Nixon-Dean meet- 
ing at the Executive Office Building 


which the White House insists was never 
recorded. 


Bennett Indicated Miss Woods has kept 


the other eight tapes since the Sept. 29 
weekend when they were taken to the 
presidential retreat in Marybnd for Nix- 
on to review. 


Before Bennett took the witness stand, 


White House aide Stephen Bull testified 
he had taken a number of tapes to Camp 
David where Miss Woods listened to 
some of them. Bull said he did not know 
whether she was making verbatim tran- 


scripts or merely taking notes. 


Bull's testimony prompted Sirica to 


summon Miss Woods as a witness, and 
the judge later told reporters that White 
House lawyers raised no objections. 


Bennett testified he had had custody of 


all Nixon's tapes since July 18, when the 
Secret Service was ordered to relinquish 
responsibility for them. His notes about 
access to the tapes, Introduced as evi- 
dence, seemed to indicate that none of 
the 14 tapes Miss Woods has in her pos- 
session covers the April 15 date at issue. 


Committee wants to meet with Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


Watergate committee agreed Tuesday to 
seek a fncc-to-faco meeting with Presi- 
dent Nixon to discuss all aspects of the 
Watergate scandal. 


The White House would not say wheth- 


er Nixon might agree. 


The panel, whose chairman Sen. Sam 


J. Ervin, D-N.C., was rebuffed last July 
when he sought to sec Nixon personally 
over access to the Watergate tapes, 
reached a "consensus agreement" on a 
new approach to the White House after 
90 minutes of reportedly heated debate. 


Ervin snid committee lawyers would 


try to meet with the White House staff to 
arrange a session allowing Nixon "to 
make any statements he wants to make 
and have the committee ask questions." 
Ervin Indicated no conditions would be 
imposed in advance. 


Deputy White House press secretary 


Gerald L Warren said Nixon was fully 
aware of a public crisis of confidence in 
Ills leadership and "intends to meet this 
matter head-on." But, he said, "I'm not 
prepared to respond to such specific 


Richardson won't run in Illinois 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former At- 


torney General Elliott Richardson said 
Tuesday he has asked that his name be 
withdrawn from any consideration as a 
candidate for the U.S. Senate in Illinois. 


Richardson told reporters following his 


appearance before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee he had been asked to consid- 
er running against Sen. Adlai Stevenson, 
D-I11., next year. Richardson said the of- 
fer came from Illinois Republican State 
Chairman Don Adams. 


"I have no roots in Illinois," Richard- 


son said. "There certainly would be the 
feeling that I was a carpetbagger coming 
in to capitalize on any national reputa- 
tion that I have." 


"I asked that my name be withdrawn 


from consideration," Richardson said he 
told Adams. 


"I was very complimented by the of- 


fer," the Massachusetts Republican said. 
"It's true that I need a job."

Union. The GOP leader, Truman Camp- 
bell, said several women attending the' 
meeting were hit and shoved by demon- 
strators and' one woman had her wig re- 
moved. 


• The Senate committee also is check- 


ing into $600,000 in contributions by 
trucking company executives to Nixon's 


1972 campaign, according to the Wash- 
ington Star-News. The newspaper said 
the amount was the largest single in- 
dustry contribution to Nixon's re-election 
effort and came at a time when truckers 
were fighting a government proposal 
that would have generated more com- 
petition in their field. 


R i c h a r d s o n also told the Senate 


Judiciary Committee that Nixon men- 
tioned "getting rid of" Archibald Cos 
several weeks before firing the Water- 
gate special prosecutor.

Financier Robert Vesco 
arrested in the Bahamas 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Fugitive finan- 


cier Robert L. Vesco, indicted this year 
by a federal grand jury along with for- 
mer Nixon cabinet officers John N. Mit- 
chell and Maurice N. Stans, was arrested 
in the Bahamas Tuesday. 


He was held on $75,000 ball, pending 


extradition to the United States. 


U.S. attorney Paul Curran said the 36- 


year-old New Jersey financier was ar- 
rested in Nassau on a charge of defraud- 
ing $30,000 from the International Con- 
trols Corp., of Falrfleld, N.J., a firm he 
once controlled. 


The charge is not directly related to 


Vcsco's indictment last Mny on charges 
of conspiracy and obstruction of justice 
Involving alleged Influence peddling by 
former Attorney General Mitchell and 
former Commerce Secretary Stans. 


Vesco has been out of the country since 


February, mostly in Costa Rica and the 
Bahamas. Officials said he could not be 
extradited on the conspiracy Indictment 
because conspiracy is not an extraditable 
offense. 


If Vcseo is extradited for the fraud 


charge, a spokesman for the U.S. attor- 
ney said, it Is possible he could only be 
tried on that charge. Whether he could 
also be subpoenaed to testify in the Mit- 
chell and Stans case was not clear. 


Stans' and Mitchell's trial, originally 


scheduled to start in early September, 
has been rescheduled for Jan. 7. 


Mitchell and Stans arc charged with 


conspiracy, obstruction of justice and 
perjury for allegedly trying to influence 
a Securities Exchange Commission in- 
vestigation of Vesco's alleged looting of 
$224 million from the Investors Overseas 
Service (IOS), a Swiss financial com- 
plex.

Federal courts fighting 'adult chauvinism?

Federal District Judge James Parsons 


said the federal courts arc 
fighting 


"adult chauvinism" In the schools. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Saul 


Epton said high school students "should 
be named to every board and commis- 
sion that exists and have equal status 
with the other members of the boards." 


And Robert Grundin. an attorney for 


many school boards In the Chicago sub- 
urbs, said. "I don't think we should be 
too up<ct about bad language." 


TIIOSK COMMENTS and others, com- 


ing during n panel discussion on "The 
High School Student and the Courts." 
sponsored by the Chicago Suburban 
Deans As.<oclatlon and the Cook County 
schools superintendent, exemplified the 
problems facing schools In trying to en- 
force student discipline codes. At the end 
of the program, one woman said simply. 
"All three of them seem so far away 
from the problem." 


Whether far away or not. Parsons, Ep- 


tnn and Grundin, were ready to discuss 
«lth the deans the complexities of en- 
forcing student discipline in the light of 
recent court decisions. The key to <leci- 
sioni over the last few years, Grundin 
said, to the concept of "due process," 
which means providing for hearings, 
with proper notice and the opportunity 
for cross examination for students in dis- 
cipline cases. 


The problems over due process and a 


student's constitutional rights developed, 
Crundln said, out of the unrest of the 
l%0s and the "lack of experience and an 
appalling lack of scn«!tlvtty on the part 
of administrators and board members 
to the rights of the students and the par- 
ents. We learned quickly about the 
Fourteenth Amendment (the part of the 
Constitution providing for equal protec- 
tion for all citizens under the law.)" 


TIIK IU:qUIHi:.MI-:XT for due process. 


Grundin added, means little more than 
giving parents and 
students under- 


standing and consideration. "In arrang- 
ing for notice or for witnesses. It may be 
the first time that anyone in government 
has n chance to be kind to students or 
parents." 


Grundin also said, "I believe we are 


pait being overly concerned with the 
length of hair, underground newspapers, 
bad language, chewing gum, smoking in 
the rest rooms, wearing hats in the hall- 
ways and other superficial clitcipllnc 
problems." 


Parsons, the judge who handed down 


the original ruling In northern Illinois 
overturning high school dress codes, ex- 


plained that the thrust of court decisions 
In many areas Is "a battle against chau- 
vinisms." 


As a result, he said, women have been 


winning court fights against male chau- 
vinism, old persona have been winning 
against "youth chauvinism" and children 
have been winning against "adult chau- 
vinism." 


ADUI.T CHAUVINISM, he said, "is 


founded In the belief that they who have 
yet to be taught do not hove the right to 
shape the world." He added, "Man has 
tried to form other men In his own im- 
age. Adults have set all values up for 
youth from an adult perspective and 
have denied students even the right to 
ask why." 


Parsons read excerpts from some of 


the letters he received after making the 
rilling on the dress code in 1969. Among 
opinions was one from a judge from 
Texas who said, "We have too many 
half-wits on the bench who look for sand 
ticks called constitutional rights," and 
another from a person who sold, "If ytfi 
think boys with long hair can run the 
world in 1980. God help you." 


During the question period, Parsons 


was asked whether "teachers don't have 
a constitutional right to pursue happiness 
in teaching without being harassed by 


unruly, unkempt and disrespectful stu- 
dents." 


PARSONS REPLIED that 
teachers 


have all the rights of any person under 
the Constitution, but added "I think what 
the questioner Is concerned with Is com- 
fort on the job — and some jobs are un- 
comfortable, my job is uncomfortable. 
Some jobs require a person to bathe as 
soon as he completes the job and yours 
(education) may be that kind of Job. But 
you cannot judge your responsibility to 
your charges by the amount of comfort 
they give you." 


The final question of the evening was 


directed to Judge Parsons. The question, 
relating to the dress code, was, "How 
would you teach a class if a girl arrived, 
bralcss, in a sec-through blouse, and 
caused a disruption because of com- 
ments from boys in the class?" 


Parsons said he believed the answer 


was not difficult. "I think," he said, "I 
would counsel the girl and discipline the 
boys who caused the disruption. After 
all, it is Important to teach students that 
it is their duty to put the other per- 
son at ease and to 'not notice* those who 
are different."

He started learning about the close re- 


lation of television to his ham radio set. 


EVENTUALLY. Klvlchan, 27, learned 


to hook his television up to his large ham 
radio antenna. That's when the pictures 
on his screen started coming in from all 
over the United States. 


Completely self-trained In electronics, 


Klvlchnn became interested In being on 
television himself wliilc listening to his 
ham radio one night. 


"I wns listening to these two guys talk- 


Ing to each other," said Klvlchan. "One 
guy kept saying show me this and show 
me that," lie added. "I finally figured 
out what was going on." 


What Kivlchan "figured out" was that 


the two men had rigged up somewhat of 
their own television hookup. Both could 
hear each othcr.On a separate radio 
hookup, one could see the other on a spe- 
cially adapted TV set. 


So Klvlehan expanded his hobby, ad- 


ding another television set, transmitter 
and the most expensive part of the setup, 
according to Kivlehan, a small video 
camera. He converted part of his garage 
Into a miniature studio and workshop. 


KIVLEHAN JOINED a group of about 


25 individuals who like himself, have the 
necessary ham radio and television 
equipment to broadcast over the waves. 
Although the group puts out a broadcast 
virtually every night, you won't see their 
programs on your own set — not without 
a few adjustments, that Is. 


"Actually, we're broadcasting on chan- 


nel 13 and 3/4 on the UHF band which 
nms from 14 to S3," said Kivlchan. To 
enable his set to pick up the channel that 
doesn't exist on a commercial set, he ad- 
justs his set tuner by "padding It down." 


The technique Is fairly simple, accord- 


Ing to Klvlchan. It allows the set to pick 
up stations from 13 to about 44. 


Klvlchan and his video cronies take 


turns being "on camera" every night. 
The other members of the club watch on 
their own sets while listening to the con- 
versation on their ham radio sets.

They 
then send the pictue they receive back to 
Kivlchan. 


AS IF HE DIDN'T have enough to 


keep him busy, Kivlchan also ex- 
periments a great deal. On a desk in his 
studio Is a thick manuscript, complete 
with technical drawings and mathematic- 
al formulas. 


According to Kivlchan, he's working on 


the concept of three-dimensional tele- 
vision. And Kivlchan also plans to go 
back to his hobby of tuning in distant 
stations. 


"Right now, we're in the peak of a sun-

'Haunted house' scares up $20,300

How did North Area Campus Life profit 


from an 11-day haunted house to the tune 
of $20,300? 


They spent $6,500 building the biggest 


and most terrifying house of horrors in 
the area whch drew 16,751 people. 


Campus Life, a branch of the Youth for 


Christ national organization, is an Out- 
reach program providing activities and 
counseling to high school students in the 
northwest suburbs, north shore and Lake 
County. With contacts In each school in 
high school districts 207, 211 and 214, 
staff members attempt to direct young 
people toward a relationship with God. 


THE ORGANIZATION is funded by its 


single money-maker as well as support 
from area churches, businesses, parents 
and residents. Prior to the haunted house 
Campus Life was operating In the red. 


"We were almost to the point of des- 


peration," said Bob Wolgemutlt, a full 
time staff member. "None of the staff 
members had been paid for six-weeks. 
This (the haunted house) has really been 
an excUlnn thing. It Is exciting to meet 
that need." 


Whey they sot u S20.00Q profit goal for 


the project staff members regarded it as 
impossible. Wolgcmuth said. They were 
late In getting started, a deal they had 
arranged for a house fell through and 
they weren't sure If they could get it to- 
gether In time. 


"We looked to God for guidance," Wol- 


gcmuth said. 


AFTER CONTACTING DCS Plaines of- 


ficials about their plight things started 
falling in place. "The city really went to 
bat for us. Eleanor Rohrbnch (city clerk) 
and all the city superintendents really 
helped us out," he said. 


The city arranged for Campus Life to 


turn the former Junior Achievement 
headquarters In downtown DCS Plaines 
Into a hntmted house at no cost. The 
building, owned by Kunkcl Real Estate 
Co., Is scheduled to be razed in the 
spring for downtown redevelopment and 
was standing vacant. 


With a week to go the Campus Life 


people spent day and night converting 
the building into the scariest place in 
town. 
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The result was horrifying. Wolgemuth 


confirmed that a number of people 
fainted, others ran screaming from the 
building, 
some 
cried, 
few 
breezed 


through unscathed. 


THE HOUSE was only opened to those 


high school age and older. Two special, 


toned-down Saturdnv matinees for youiig 
children were provided. 


The. word spread and the people poured 


in. Busloads came from Racine, Wis. and 
Lake Geneva. Calls for directions came 
from Harrington, Palos Park and all 
over Chicago. Last Saturday alone 2,600 


people had the fright of their life in the 
house. 


The organization took in $26,800. After

While Corpentcrsvillc cranks out Us 


network of cable, Lerner Commu- 
nications is waiting "to prove what we 
can do" in Elmwood Park. 


LERNER HAS waited for two years, 


while the Illinois courts determined that 
the ICC has no jurisdiction over cable, to 
put 15 to 17 miles of cable In Elmwood 
Park. 


"We're appearing before the village 


board Nov. 19 to give them our specific 
proposals," said Louis Lerner, president 
of the firm. First signal should be avail- 
able in "three to four months." 


First cable will be installed via tele- 


phone poles'"in the more densely popu- 
lated areas . . . near the airport," he 
said. 


"Cable is a strange field. You can't 


sell to subscribers until they know what 
it is. We've done studies. We've asked if 
'you would pay $5.95 for cable tele- 
vision?' 


"What's a cable television? I've never 


heard of it," they say," Lerner said. 


Lcrncr has appeared in DCS Plaines, 


Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights to 
promote cable. "They were nice people, 
asked very nice questions. They don't un- 
derstand, though, that cable television 
has meaning for Individual communities. 
They're all waiting to sec what Chicago 
docs. That's a very stupid way to look at 
It." 


"We have to start to produce," Lerner 


said. "The village has been waiting for 
two years." 


THE FIUST-STEP wait in Mount Pros- 


pect may end in February. That's the 
"earliest" date thnt a special coble tele- 
vision advisory committee is expected by 
Trustee George B. Anderson, chairman 
of the fire and police committee. 


A proposal for an area-wide system, 


discussed "a few years ago" by the 
Northwest Municipal Conference, drew 
opposition from Anderson. "When you 
get so many people in, it gets all knotted 
up." 


Anderson said the cable concept should 


be subject to n voter referendum. 


The "knots" that coble spokesmen fear 


ore heavy-handed regulation and cum- 
bersome roadblocks to Industry growth. 


THE FIRST cable ordinance approved 


In the Northwest suburbs was passed by 
the Buffalo Grove Village Board In April 
I960, The ordinance, which served as a 
model for Carpentcrsvllle, Is concerned 
primarily with liberal franchise fees and 
subscriber charges. While the Carpen- 
tcrsvllle station pays a 5 per cent fee, the' 
Buffalo'Grove ordinance calls for an In- 
creasing scale from 1 per cent of gross 
receipts for 1,000 subscribers to 4 per 
cent for subscribers over 4,000. 


"I am interested In the long-range fu- 


ture of cable," FCC Comr. Richard Wi- 
ley, a former resident of Northbrook, 
told cable operators at an "expo" in Ar- 
lington Heights last week. "The problem 
is to avoid believing so much in the 
promise of the adult that you never per- 
mit the child to grow up in a normal 
manner." 


Two cable systems in New York City 


— owned by Sterling Communications 
and Tclepromptcr Corp. — are ailing for 
a variety of reasons. And, experts see 
problems In Manhattan as a potential 
mirror of difficulties in Chicago. The 
same experts quickly add that more 
cable potential exists in the suburbs than 
In the city. 


STERLING LOSSES for fiscal 1973 are 


$5.1 million, the New York Times 
recently reported. Operating in an area 
similar to Chicago — where reception is 
acceptable — the two cable firms have 
attracted about 109,000 of 700,000 poten- 
tial customers for $6 a month. 


New York operators have run into 


kickback demands from landlords, the 
fear of residents to open their doors to 
subscriber salesmen and skyrocketing 
cable Installation costs. 


"There's a good chance many of the 


same problems could develop in Chicago 
if the city approves a franchise," Stuart 
F. Fcldstcln, National Cable Television 
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AMPLE FRH PARKING 


Association (NCTA) general 
counsel, 


said In Arlington Heights last week. 


Chicago's 16 CATV applicants "prob- 


ably couldn't afford to individually de- 
velop a citywide system," Feldstein said. 
"It would be too expensive for one oper- 
ation. I would guess that the city 
would divide Into separate areas and 
grant several franchises." 


SUBUHBAN OFFICIALS have copied 


Chicago's hesitant cable franchise pat- 
tern. 


"It's 
a controversial situation. City 


councils tend to shy away because it's a 
real difficult decision. You must pick one- 
firm over others. It can be expensive1," 
said Royco Grecr, president of tho Illi- 
nois-Indiana Cable Association. Greer's 
Warner Cable of Danville began oper- 
ation In 1965. 


The message at the three-day AHdwcst 


NCTA convention last week was simple. 
"Cable Television is coming, coming, 
coming, coming," one brochure said. 


Convention exhibits added new ways to 


provide a supplemental television pack- 
age for viewers. Associated Press News- 
Cable showed newest Improvements in 
nn eight-year-old system that "provides 
CATV viewers which continuously up- 
dates news summaries 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week." The machine shows 
printouts of news stories, stocks and 
summaries that are similar to news- 
paper wire service information. 


"There is no such thing as a free 


ride." Wiley said. "Almost every cable 
operator to whom I have spoken con- 
cedes tltat some reasonable payment 
must be made for the use of someone 
else's product. 


"I suspect that cable is here to stay."

One of the problems facing schools 


these days, as an educator will tell you, 
Is that they arc expected to solve all 
society's problems. 


At the same time, though, the prob- 


lems of society impinge on the schools 
perhaps more titan on any other single 
Institution. 


These musings arc brought to mind by 


the fifth annual Gallup Poll on public at- 
titudes toward education. In that poll, 
Gallup found that, of the first five prob- 
lems listed facing schools, four arc 
directly related to large problems of 
society. 


The major problem, according to those 


polled, Is "lack of discipline." This Is fol- 
lowed by Integration problems, lack of 
financial support, the difficulty of getting 
"good" teachers and the use of drugs by 
students. 


ALL OF THOSE problems, except the 


one about getting good teachers, seem to 
be as much caused by larger societal 
problems as by the schools. Yet the prob- 
lems have to somehow be "solved" by 
school officials. 


Take the problem of "lack of dis- 


cipline" us on example. Nearly anyone 
nho went to high school before about 
1W8 will agree that the rules arc not ns 
strict now as they were before. Students 
can wear what they want, arc often not 
required to attend study halls when not 
In class and, at some schools, arc 
allowed to come and go as they please 
from the school building. 


That means the schools arc lax, right 


— that kids today Mould be just as well 
behaved as we were if the schools would 
Just crack down? That's the way the rea- 
soning goes for many people, if they rea- 
son about the question at all. 


The only problem is, the Issue bn't 


that simple. Many years ago It never 
would have occurred to anyone to sue in 
federal court over n rule about hair 
length. In fact, it probably was not even 
necessary to have a rule, because the 
Idea of what was proper was shored by 
everyone In the community. 


VALUES — ON questions of what Is 


right or wrong, pretty or ugly, moral and 
Immoral — arc not as widely shared to- 
day as they used to be. For example, 
fashion designers (certainly important 
forces In society In the past — remember 
the "new look" of the liMOs) find they 
can no longer dictate skirt lengths for 
women. Hair stylists, for cither men or 
women, cannot dictate styles. 


And those examples aren't trivial, ci- 


ther. Because If society cannot find a 
consensus on simple Issues like that, how 
do schools find a consensus on how many 
rules to have for students — an issue 
that was always more complicated. 


A long time ago, In a sociology class, I 


learned the difference between "folk- 
ways" and "mores" — pronounced, for 


some weird reason morays. A folkway Is 
a social tradition, like having men al- 
ways walk on the outside of a sidewalk, 
that is so widely shared It requires no 
enforcement at all. Violating a folkway Is 
unthinkable. 


A more is a tradition that society en- 


forces — bad things happen to you If you 
violate a more and often the enforcement 
is specific to the violation. The only prob- 
lem is that mores arc more often vio- 
lated than folkways. After all, the mere 
fact a penalty must be attached to the 
violation indicates that violation is 
"thinkable" and therefore may occur. 


SO WHAT'S A school to do if a student 


uses a dirty word that was previously 
unthinkable? Or if a boy grows his hair 
long? Or If any other old folkway is vio- 
lated? Constitutional rights aside, how 
practical is it to try to enforce rules that 
never had to be rules before. The mere 
fact enforcement is necessary indicates 
the rule has begun to lose its force in 
society. 


To use an almost silly example cited 


earlier — there Is some evidence that the 
old tradition of men walking on the out- 
side of the sidewalk grew out of some 
basic assumptions in society about the 
relative strength and roles of men and 
women. Since there is ample evidence to- 
day that the tradition Is breaking down, 
should we try to enforce it, and thus pre- 
serve the old assumptions about sex 
roles? 


We all realize that's Impossible. But 


think about the problem of discipline in 
the schools. How can a school enforce 
traditional rules In n world in which tra- 
ditions are losing force? 


All that could lead to some deep, in- 


trospective speculation about the nature 
of society — and no one has the answers 
to the questions raised. But sometimes 
deep, introspective speculation comes in 
handy — keep this column in mind for 
some cold winter night when there's 
nothmg on television.

Stretching should help neck troubles 


I hope you can tell me more than "ner- 


vous tension." One doctor felt my neck 
and charged me $11. Another doctor, an 
osteopath, treated my neck and It helped 
until I went to bed. The next morning I 
would get up with the same problem. 


I flulf my pillow all night to get comfy. 


No doctor has ever offered to X-ray my 
neck, and they seem to think It's tension. 
I'm high strung and nervous, but I 
haven't had this neck problem all my 
life. U started three or four years ago, 
and I am getting awfully tired of It. I 
hope you can tell me what It Is or what 
to do.

attaches to the skull — the stcr- 
noclcldomostold muscle. It Is so named 
because It attaches to the sternum and 
clavicle in front of the neck and extends 
back to the mastold — the bone behind 
your ear. When you turn your head to the 
left this muscle on the left must stretch 
like a spring. If it doesn't, you can't ro- 
tate your head very for. You can feel the 
muscle stretch as you rotate your head. 
Now, if you turn your head to the right 
you will note that the muscle on the left 
is shorter or not under stretch. 


What you need Is a program to stretch 


the muscle and relieve the spasm in it. A 
good doctor in physical medicine could 
help you with this. For relief of your 
problem I would suggest you sec one. If 
you can't, you might try this home reme- 
dy. Take a cube of ice and massage It 
gently over the spot behind your ear and 
along the side of the neck all the way to 
the sternum (breastbone). Then remove 
the Ice and turn your head as far to the 
left as possible. Repeat this several 
times trying to get as much movement of 
tho head to the left as you can. 


WHEN YOU ABE through, use a broad 


clastic bandage to wrap a heating pad 
over the back of the neck and along the 
left side. Then set it at a comfortable, 
warm level. Provide heat this way for at 
least 30 minutes. Then take off the heat- 
Ing pad and again try to increase your 
range of motion. 


The whole object is to restore the nor- 


mal range of motion of the spastic 
muscle. You can repeat this treatment 
about three times a day until you get 
some relief.

There is probably an underlying reason 


for your neck problem, and neck X-rays 
should be done if you continue to have a 
problem. It could be your pillow, and you 
might try changing your sleeping posi- 
tion so your head is in a more normal 
straight position. Avoid letting it lop over 
to the side. This may require sleeping on 
a comfortable hot pad for the neck, too 
— not too hot! Postural problems often 
cause the neck to be held in an exagger- 
ated position and sets the stage for prob- 
lems like yours.

Lauds Sirica truth-search 
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by CLAHK II. MOLLENIIOFF 


WASHINGTON - To apprcdntc fully 


tho value of Chief United States Judge 
John Sirica in uncovering the Watergate 
cover-up, It is informative to compare 
his actions with those of a Superior Court 
judge in Seattle in sentencing a co-con- 
spirator in tlte Seattle-King County police 
payoff scandals. 


The "code of silence" among criminals 


was a problem in each case. 


In Seattle, convicted conspirator Lyle 


J. La Pointe, a retired police inspector, 
refused to cooperate with a police task 
force in the early stages of the in- 
vestigation of a police payoff system and 
went to jail rather than testify before the 
grand Jury. 


In sentencing the uncooperative La 


Pointe to what was admitted to be a 
"rather light" one-year jail term, Judge 
James W. Mifflln commended La Pointe 
for his silence. 


Judge Mifflln said, "In commenting 


about your remaining silent, maybe I am 
too far west of the Pccos, but I, too, 
somewhat laud you for that, perhaps 
wrongly. But I think it shows a degree of 
honor by not ratting on other rats. You 
have to probably pay the penalty that is 
required, but you will come off a lot bet- 
ter than they because they will be forced 
to live with their consciences for ratting 
on their friends." 


Contrast Judge Mifflin's attitude with 


the attitude of U.S. District Judge Wil- 
liam Ferguson of Los Angeles, who used 
his power to withhold sentences to en- 
courage former Army Sergeant Major 
William Wooldridgc and other members 
of the so-called "Khaki Mafia" to testify 
openly before the U.S. Senate Permanent 
Investigating Subcommittee and to coop- 
erate with federal enforcement officials. 


Under the procedure that Judge Fergu- 


son used, final sentence was merely 
withheld pending a probation officer re-

Fire district dispute senseless 


Pride and petty border disputes

The argument between the Long 


Grove Fire Protection District and 
the Buffalo Grove Fire Dept. Inc. 
— and the possible tragic results of 
it — was underlined two weeks ago 
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by a traffic accident at Rtc. 83 and 
Arlington Heights Road. 


In that accident,, nine persons 


were taken to Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, all in the same am- 
bulance at the same time. It seems 
that the Long Grove Fire Dept., 
which responded to the accident, 
refused to call the Buffalo Grove 
Fire Dept. Inc. for a second ambu- 
lance. 


Here's the problem: The village 


of Buffalo Grove straddles the 
Cook-Lake county line. A large por- 
tion of the village is in Lake Coun- 
ty, and fire protection has been 
supplied for that.section by Long 
Grove. 


H o w e v e r , a special Buffalo 


Grove committee is about to rec- 
ommend a 
referendum which 


would disannex that part of Buffalo 
Grove and place it under the juris- 
diction of the Buffalo Grove de- 
partment — which is under the 
control of the Wheeling Township 
Fire Protection District. 


The firemen in Long Grove are 


willing to give up their territory to 


the village of Buffalo Grove for a 
municipal department, but they 
are unwilling to give the same area 
to the village to put in the Wheel- 
ing fire district. 


According to one of their trustees 


at an open meeting, "We don't like 
the Wheeling district. We don't like 
doing business with them." 


Long Grove, it seems, doesn't 


have a working paramedic pro- 
gram as does'Buffalo Grove. It's 
feared the act of calling for Buffalo 
Grove aid in case of an accident 
might mean that Long Grove resi- 
dents might think their fire depart- 
ment can't do its job. 


This incredible reasoning voiced 


by. some, is that residents of north- 
ern Buffalo Grove will be encour- 
aged to vote "yes" on disannexa- 
tlon, simply because a Buffalo 
Grove ambulance is called out in 
an emergency to back up the Long 
Grove ambulance. 


This kind of illogic is patently lu- 


dicrous, especially when human 
life is threatened.

sad commentary on the unaware- 
ness of the Long Grove Fire Pro- 
tection District that it has a re- 
sponsibility towards the public — a 
responsibility it seems to be neg- 
lecting. 


We can sympathize with the de- 


partment's concern about its im- 
age, with a referendum looming 
large. But in providing basic pro- 
tection and services to a commu- 
nity, "image" and "pride" are 
ideas which should have no place. 


This border war is typical of the 


growing pains that have character- 
ized the Northwest suburbs in the 
past few years. Most taxing bodies, 
however, have learned to com- 
promise and to work out such prob- 
lems. 


We hope that Long Grove, in the 


era of paramedics and mutual aid, 
gets the message about the need 
for cooperation. We don't want to 
have to report in the Herald about 
a tragedy that could have been 
prevented by an ordinary phone 
call to a ready, helpful neighbor. 


port which Includes a report on whether 
the convicted men have been cooperating 
with law enforcement and other officials. 


It was Judge Ferguson's pattern that 


Chief Judge Sirica used in late March 
when convicted Watergate conspirators 
E. Howard Hunt and James McCord 
came before him for sentencing. Having 
been convicted on all counts in the Wa- 
tergate burglary-bugging, they no longer 
had Fifth Amendment rights with regard 
to those crimes and the court was free to 
question them and suggest cooperation. 


Although Judge Sirica is noted for his 


heavy sentences, he did rot Impose sen- 
tences on the convicted Watergate con- 
spirators immediately but rather with- 
held sentence pending reports from a 
probation officer. 


Judge Sirica said, "I recommend your 


full cooperation with the grand jury and 
the Senate select committee. Some good 
can and should come from a revelation 
of sinister conduct whenever and wher- 
ever such conduct exists. You must un- 
derstand that I hold out no promises or 
hopes of any kind. 


"But I do say that should you decide to 


speak freely, I would have to weigh that 


factor in appraising what sentences will 
be finally Imposed in each case." 


It is obvious that such comments are 


an encouragement to defendants to testi- 
fy fully and honestly about their mis- 
deeds, and that it has had that result 
except in the case of convicted con- 
spirator G. Gordon Liddy, a former 
White House lawyer who is still finding 
"some degree of honor by not ratting on 
the other rats." 


Convicted conspirator James McCord 


demonstrated his high regard for Judge 
Sirica, and his lack of trust in the rest of 
the U.S. Justice Department, by deliv- 
ering a letter to Sirica and by-passing his 
trial lawyer who was encouraging him to 
remain silent. 


McCord blew the whistle on White 


House Counsel John W. Dean HI and Job 
S. Magruder, the former deputy director 
of the Nixon re-election committee, with 
the resulting collapse of the whole cover- 
up structure and pleas of guilty to one- 
count conspiracy Informations. 


Big conspirators in the multi-million- 


dollar deals in Washington need no en- 
couragement to remain silent and many 
of the conspiracies of silence are handled 
through some of the bigger, more presti- 
gious law firms. 


It is, in fact, a federal crime of ob- 


struction of justice to agree to remain 
silent or to have any role in arranging 
for the silence with proper financial ac- 
commodations. But such obstruction was 
seldom punished in the really big cases 
until Judge Sirica used the tools of his 
court to encourage truth. 


Fortunately for justice in America, few 


judges would go so far as to praise a 
conspirator for adhering to the code of 
silence, and yet many judges take a neu- 
tral position when perjury and silence 
are obstructing justice in their court- 
rooms. 


Lawyers and judges, who have been 


critical of Judge Sirica for his aggressive 
search for the truth in the Watergate 
matter, are less vocal as more of the 
awful truth spills out. Senators, represen- 
tatives, newsmen and voters are all 
seeing the results of the use of a few 
simple tools, by a simple direct judge, 
who hasn't lost sight of the fact the goal 
is "equal justice under the law."

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War damaged Europe plans

What was to have been the "year of 


Europe" has gone up in the smoke of the 
Mideast battlefield. 


And what was to have been an imagi- 


native new approach to relations be- 
tween the United States and its NATO 
allies has been recast into an urgently 
needed repair job, just to restore things 
to the way they were. 


In Washington, Secretary of State Hen- 


ry A. Kissinger is quoted as being so 
"disgusted" with the performance of the 
•west European allies that he no longer 
cares what happens to NATO. 


And just to make sure the world under- 


stands that Kissinger and other critics of 
the European response to U.S. actions in 
the Middle East were not speaking out of 
fits of petulance, the State Department 
spokesman assures newsmen they were 
not made "lightly or casually." 


Even more than the war in Vietnam, 


the fourth war between the Israelis and 
the Arabs is resulting in a global fallout 
whose effects may be felt for years. 


U.S. warships have entered the Indian 


ocean to challenge the Soviet Union. 


U.S. hopes of a vast, expanded trade 


with the Soviets have been laid aside, as 
have any immediate further moves to- 
ward U.S.-Soviet detente. 


NATO is under probably Its greatest 


internal strain since Its founding in 1949. 


Europe's surrender to the Arab oil boy- 


cott not only demonstrated the decisive 
power wielded by the oil-producing states 
over world affairs but seemed likely also 
to subject the nine-nation European 
Common Market to its greatest test. 


When the hot words have been elimi- 


nated it is apparent that differences be- 
tween the United States and Europe 
arise from differing views of the Mideast 
emergency. 


The Europeans regarded it as a local 


quarrel from which they could stand 
aloof. The NATO accord, they said, did 
not extend to the Mideast. The U.S. re- 
garded Russian support of the Arabs as 
a threat to the west, affecting the Eu- 
ropeans as much as the United States. 


Whatever the reasoning, Europe addi- 


tionally felt deep resentment that the 
United States gave it no warning of the 
global alert to its armed forces and that, 
in fact, the Europeans had to learn of it 
first through news sources. 


In that way it resembled the stunned 


reaction of Japan to the surprise U.S. 
announcement that President 
Nixon 


would visit mainland China. In that in- 
stance also wounds have been slow to 
heal. 


As a practical matter, European neu- 


trality in the Mideast seems to have as- 
sured Europeans of a continued flow of 
Mideastern oil upon which they are 80 


per cent dependent both for physical 
comfort and for industry. 


Diplomatically they have served notice 


they cannot become hostage to U.S. 
foreign policy. But they may not yet

have escaped the ire of the Arabs. 


Also cut off from Mideast oil is tho 


Netherlands, one of the great refinery 
centers of Europe and a Common Market 
member. The Dutch have appealed to 
their partners to share their oil with 
them and thus defy the Arab boycott. 
For the other eight, fearful for their own 
economies, it will be a tough decision.

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One short hour with three Russian women

So many questions had to remain 


unasked. What could easily have been a 
day or a week of fascinating conversa- 
tion had to be crammed Into one short 
hour. 


And when It was over and they were 


leaving, one felt the kind of dismay that 
attends the departure of good friends. 


Such was the rapport that quickly de- 


veloped when Ttatsa Ablova, Klara Khnl- 
Ilk and Albino Datscnko of the Soviet 
Union "coffee klatschcd" with local 
women and this reporter In Arlington 
Heights last Saturday. 


THE THREE: WOMEN were winding 


up a two-week visit In the U. S. as guests 
of the American Association of Univer- 
sity Women (AAUW). Three members of 
that organization mode a similar trip to 
Russia last August as guests of the So- 
viet Women's Committee. 


A natural reaction to the exchange vis- 


Its Is to credit recent Sovlct-U. S. politi- 
cal detente, but It might be equally valid 
to theorize that the long-term efforts of 
such organizations as the Soviet Wom- 


en's Committee and the AAUW have 
helped make the detente possible. 


Alblna Datscnko, an attractive young 


blonde, who looked very much like an 
American coed, recounted how the Soviet 
Women's Committee, of which she Is 
deputy chief, has since the late 1040s 
been establishing contact with women's 
organizations all over the world. 


A NON-GOVERNMENTAL organiza- 


tion, the committee, Mrs. Datsenko told 
tlio American women, functions as a 
"peace campaign" — perhaps an un- 
fortunate description In today's cynical 
world. 


But the kind of bond that forms be- 


tween the peoples of different countries 
when they meet face to face In visits like 
this, or when they offer scholarships to 
each other to come and study In what 
had been a "foreign" place, Is the foun- 
dation which enables the diplomats to 
build their detcntes. 


Of course, all cynicism aside, any dis- 


ciple of democratic or libertarian gov- 
e r n m e n t must reasonably question 
whether "all women" — or all men — in 


the Soviet Union "participate In legisla- 
tion," as the scholarly and reserved Dr. 
Ablova asserted. (Dr. Ablova Is deputy 
chief of the USSR Ministry of Higher and 
Secondary Specialized Education In Mos- 
cow.) 


Perhaps this and other statements 


were descriptions of the theoretical or 
Ideal — much like the assertion that all 
U. S. citizens of voting age have a voice 
In their government. Or, one might also 
reasonably wonder whether the women 
were loyal members of the party, faith- 
fully repeating that which they simply do 
not question — similar, again, to political 
party members in the U. S. who un- 
swervingly adhere to that which their 
leaders tell them. 


DR. ABLOVA'S COMMENT had been 


In response to the question of how many 
women In Russia hold decision-making 
positions In the party structure. Either 
Dr. Ablova did not quite understand the 
question — a strong possibility since, al- 
though leader of the delegation, she 
spoke no English and communicated 
through an interpreter — or else she 


chose not to address the question In spe- 
cific terms. 


Apart from comments such as these on 


tho political roles of women in Russia 
and descriptions by the American women 
of the equal rights movement here, there 
was no discussion of politics — perhaps 
by tacit understanding on both sides that 
a conversation of that nature would 
serve no purpose In this situation and 
might only rend the blossoming lines of 
communication. 


Of more Interest to the women present 


were the Russians' descriptions of a 
completely government-financed educa- 
tion system which Includes evening and 
adult study programs; of schools 
for 


handicapped children and day care cen- 
ters which operate much the same way 
as they do here; and expansive utili- 
zation of retired people, who are called 
upon "to help bring up the children." 
With pensions adequate to eliminate fi- 
nancial worries and with the wisdom of a 
lifetime to offer, the over-55 generation 
does on important job for the Soviet 
Union. 


BUT AS THE forceful consonants of 


Russian 
became 
submerged 
in 
the 


babble of English-speaking voices, and 
the American women swarmed around to 
bid their guests farewell, one's curiosity 
continued to run rampant. What about 
the homes, the families, the personal 
backgrounds, the daily lives of these 
women who come from the other side of 
the earth? Exactly where can the line be 
drawn between what is familiar to or 
even shared by them and us, and that 
which Is distinctly different? 


Does it really get as cold and snowy in 


Russia as It looked in "Dr. Zhivago?" 


But then, her coat already on, Klara 


Khallik pulled out of her purse a handful 
of snapshots of her young son and daugh- 
ter playing In a rocky stream, and 
beamingly passed them among the eager 
American women. 


And you knew then that if the visit 


could have been longer, It would have 
resulted in the discovery of still more 
common ground and still greater under- 
standing. 


DR. RAISA ABLOVA was leader of 
the delegation of Soviet women who 
visited Arlington Heights last week- 
end.

Why do pre-teen girls whose braces 


make chewing gum a "no no" bike all 
over town looking for a certain brand of 
bubble gum? What induces a natural- 
born miser of 8 to blow his whole allow- 
ance on that same brand? 


The answer, of course, is Wacky Pack- 


ages. And Wacky Packages (known here- 
abouts as Wacky Stickers) represent tho 
latest fad sweeping (and Impoverishing) 
the gradestcr set In our town. 


Wacky Packages, In case you haven't 


run across them yet, arc the latest con- 
tribution to Juvenile Culture from the 
Topps Chewing Gum Co. 


Now, maybe you remember collecting 


Topps baseball (or football) cards back 
In tho 50s. But your generation (or mine) 
would never have bought the cynicism of 
Wacky Packages. In fact, it's reported 
that Topps tried marketing them six 
years ago, with little success. Now, a few 
crises, credibility gaps and water-over- 
tho-Watergate later, even the klndergart- 
ners accept tho skepticism as a matter 
of course. 


AND WHAT IS a Wacky Package? It's 


a 5-cont package of gum. The gum, how- 
ver, Is probably the least Important part 
of the bargain. Also Included arc a scries 
checklist (backed by part of a puzzle 
which, completed, becomes a poster-siz- 
ed put-on) and one, two or three stick- 
ons. The stlck-ons are what the young- 
sters buy, sell, barter and trade. They're 
strongly reminiscent of MAD magazine, 
and show a complete Irreverence for 
Madison Avenue and Corporate America. 


Thus one pictures "Klllotte Fright 


Guard," the deodorant "that will scare 
off your enemies (and friends)." Or 
maybe you'd prefer "Slipper SweatHard 
Odorous Soap," that lots you "smell like 
an athlete without working out." 


Not even the largest of America's giant 


corporations Is immune. Consider, for In- 
stance. "No-Tips," the "Swabs for 
Slobs." Or "Sledge" furniture polish, 
that "Instantly rids you of dust, grime 
and furniture." Or how about "Koduck 
Film For Ducks" that promises you "A 
Fowl Picture Every Time"? 


WHILE MOST of the stlck-ons are so 


wildly exaggerated that they're simply 
punny, a few hit disturbingly close to 
home. For Instance, I've never bought a 
package of "Crakola Crayons," but 
whatever brand I do buy soon seems to 
end up In "160 crumbled pieces." More- 
over, even the most delicious cereal 
probably offers "fattening servings" if 
you cat enough of it. And In view of the 
Surgeon General's warning on every 
package of cigarettes, it seems that any 
brand might legitimately spell out 
"D.A.N.G.E.R." 


Maybe the Wacky Packages have a 


hidden meaning far more significant than 
the humorous level that delights the 
youngsters. Perhaps this is a subversive 
juvenile training ground for skeptical 
consumerism. In short, maybe the 
Wacky Packages are trying to tell us 
something. 


Certainly, they're trying to make mon- 


ey — and apparently succeeding. In fact, 
a c c o r d i n g to report, Topps netted 
$1,731,000 in the 1972-73 fiscal year. And 
that was before Wacky Packages even 
began to catch on here in the Midwest. 


BUT CATCH on they have. The idea, of 


course, Is to get a complete series. There 
may, somewhere, be a pint-sized tycoon 
who has acquired all of Series 1 and 
Series 2. But in our town no kid I know 
has managed as yet to collect all 30 
"cards" in Series 3. 


However, it's not for lack of trying. In 


fact, I'm told that at least one elementa- 
ry school even has a kind of Curb Market 
going — In effect, a seesaw-set Big 
Board, quoting the ups and downs of 
such "products" as Motorzola Motor Oil 
and Drowny Softener. 


On second thought, maybe I'd better 


get my own bid In for the very next list- 
Ing. In fact, when I remember how the 
trivia of my yesterday sells for fantastic 
prices as the nostalgia of today, I feel 
positively bullish on bubblcgum stickers. 


Tell you what. I'll trade you one Rice 


A Phony and two Harm & Hammers for 
one Dr. Ono. 


What's more, I'll even throw In all the 


bubblcgum for free. 


A new 'senior awareness' 
sweeps Mount Prospect 


(Third In a scries) 


They are a mighty force, those gray- 


haired citizens who arc In the majority 
— healthy, energetic, vitally Interested 
In the same society that tries to put thorn 
on the shelf. 


And they are making waves across the 


whole country. 


Tho "over 65s" ore almost 21 million 


strong, turn out 19 million at voting time, 
and often perform tasks better than their 
grandchildren. 


In 1971, the White House Conference on 


Aging set as one of its goals "to bring 
heightened sensitivity and greater under- 
standing to the plight of the old in a 
society that tends to put alder persons 
out of sight and out of mind ..." 


THERE ARE 1.1 million senior citizens 


in Illinois, about 616,000 in the Chicago 
area. According to 1970 census figures, 
Rolling Meadows had 434 residents G5 
and over and Buffalo Grove had 184. In 
1971, Hoffman Estates senior citizens 
numbered 367; In 1972, Elk Grove Village 
listed 216 and Arlington Heights, 2,9118. 
Last spring (1973) it was determined that 
Schaumburg had 560 residents 63 and 
over and DCS Plaincs 3,941. 


Current figures for Mount Prospect in- 


clude all residents 60 ycnrs of age and 
older. There are about 4,000 of them; 102 
of the 4,000 arc 85 and over. 


There are 11 senior citizen social 


groups in Mount Prospect alone — yet 
only 000 of the area's 4,000 persons age 
60 and over belong to any organized 
group. 


KATHLEEN STOGA, 29, a young wom- 


an In tune with "older" Ideas, Intends to 
do something about that. She is Mount 
Prospect's first senior citizen program 
coordinator, hired by the village health 
department last July. Through the Older 
Americans Act, a result of the White 
House Conference on Aging, Mount Pros- 
pect received a federal grant of $25,100 
— or $3 for every $1 the village chan- 
neled to support senior citizen programs. 


Mrs. Stoga's major duties are twofold: 


to get Information about current senior 
citizen programs out to the village's se- 
nior citizens, and to promote new ser- 
vices to fill senior citizen needs. 


Marjorle Boswcll, director of 
the 


health department, had previously con- 
vinced 20 local restaurants to offer price 
discounts on meals to people over 65 who 
would patronize them in non-peak hours. 


KATHY STOGA SET about organizing 


the Mount Prospect Senior Citizen Advi- 
sory Council, composed of 10 voting 
members, one from each of nine senior 
citizen clubs and a member-at-Iarge. 
Mrs. Stogn and Mrs. Boswell also attend 
the meetings. 


The 10 seniors who presently compose 


the council are Esther Christophersen, 
Ethel Olms, Elizabeth Meyer, Joseph 
Dcmma, Evelyn Lauschke, Anton Dvylis, 
Howard Harnden, Margaret Stcnglein, 
John O'Day and Mabel Brown 


At the initial council meeting in Octo- 


ber, the groundwork was laid for the pro- 
gram to be pursued and subcommittees 
were established to deal with some of the

seniors In areas such as housing, tax in- 
formation, Social Security, Medicare, so- 
cial groups, even counseling on a limited 
basis. 


"Just drop In and visit," she says 


pleasantly. And in the month of Septem- 
ber, 72 seniors did. 


Her office is in the Mount Prospect 


Community Center at 600 See-Gwun (on 
the golf course). It is open from 8:30 
a.m. to 5 p.m. five days a week. To be 
more accessible to seniors in other parts 
of town, she spends Tuesday and Friday 
mornings, 8:30 to 11 a.m., in an office in 
the walk-up section of the Mount Pros- 
pect State Bank on Maple Street behind 
the Village Hall. 


"ONCE SOMEBODY retires, the idea 


of putting him on the shelf is ridiculous," 
said Kathy. "When we think of the aged, 
we are apt to think of the disabled, but 
this is far from the truth. A large group 
of older people are very active. Society 
must provide outlets for their skills." 


She cited a lawyer who golfs regularly 


in Mount Prospect, a man in his 70s who 
travels across the country doing con- 
sulting. "A retired business man or wom- 
an has much to offer," she said. 


In keeping with this theory, her own 


secretary is a 63-year-old white-haired 
fireball whose cool efficiency and warm 
enthusiasm would put many a younger 
person to shame Edna Bowler of Mount 
Prospect has ideas of her own and 
doesn't hesitate to articulate them. 


"TODAY'S SENIORS are building a 


better society for young people when 
they become seniors," she declared. "At 
the same time, they are helping each 
other. Seniors never hesitate to help se- 
niors. And they are more willing to ac- 
cept help from seniors." 


Three years ago, Edna helped organize 


the Chicago Metropolitan Area Senior 
Citizen Senate (which Includes the sub- 
urbs). She is now co-chairman of the ex- 
ecutive board of directors. 


The purpose of the senate Is to elevate 


the position of the senior citizen so he 
can attain some of the things he Is right- 
fully entitled to. Deeply involved In "ex- 
cess Chicago," the senate has succeeded 
in reducing CTA fares for seniors, is 
working on lower rates for electricity 
and telephone, eliminating telephone in- 
stallation charges ("Most likely the user 
would die before ever getting that large 
security deposit back," said Edna). The 
group demands that buses pull over to 
the curb, that cars are ticketed for ille- 
gal parking at bus stops, that trains pro- 
vide platforms or an extra step when se- 
niors alight. 


THE SENATE Is sending out food store 


questionnaires to seniors in 200 clubs in 
Chicago and suburbs regarding prices, 
quantity packaging, off-hour shopping at 
discount prices, false packaging, can 
sizes and related problems. 


Both Edna and Kathy firmly believe 


that older people should remain in their 
own community and environment as long 
as possible. To enable them to do this, 
supportive services are often a necessity 
— such services as home-delivered

meals, home care programs, availability 
of homemakers. 


"It is possible to get homemakers 


through the Upjohn Homemaker Service 
or the Northwest Suburban Homemaker 
Service," said Mrs. Stoga. "Someone liv- 
ing alone can be checked by telephone 
each day through Telecare, an Evanston- 
based organization working through the 
American Red Cross." More information 
on supportive services is available in her 
office. 


SHE PRAISED "Kecnager News," a 


monthly newsletter under the auspices of 
Catholic Charities sent free of charge to 
65,000 senior citizens of all faiths. She 
noted, too, that through the federal reve- 
nue sharing program, Elk Grove Town- 
ship has developed a free newsletter for 
seniors which has just had its first mail- 
ing. 


"The Second Career Institute of North 


Central College in Naperville helps older 
people find employment," said Kathy. 
"At Harper College a senior citizen's ad- 
visory council is working on educational 
programs for seniors." 


NATIONWIDE, the increasing 
In- 


fluence of older people — termed the 
Gray Panther Movement — is sweeping 
the country, working aggressively to 
bring about changes at federal, state and 
local levels. The American Association of 
Retired Persons spearheads a strong na- 
tional lobbying group. 


Statewide, an Illinois Department of 


Services for the Aging, has been pro- 
posed to coordinate existing and newly 
created services for senior citizens. 


You can feel this new force every- 


where. You con hear It being discussed 
by people of all ages, it seeps into news- 
papers and TV, it is reflected in the 
faces of people over 65.

Dear Dorothy: You con tell from my

"High school athletics were not devel- 


oped as a sounding board for your Imma- 
turity, not developed as a \elilcie on 
which you may 'let olf steam,' rid your-

•elf of 'frustrations,' etc. This Is tine in 
professional sports, as you arc paying a 
premium price to vent your emotions on 
athletes that are paid a premium salary 
to put up with >our antics. 


"However, your token payment to an 


Intcrscholastlc contest, often less than a 
dollar, entitles you to one thing — the 
privilege of watching the more talented 
students of two schools exhibit what they 
have learned in the athletic classroom. 


"For the athletic field is merely an ex- 


tension of the classroom and if It were 
any different, there would be little rea- 
son for intcrscholastic athletics to sur- 
vive. 


"You would not think of entering a 


math, history or English classroom, 
flask on hip, and berate, often curse and 
physically abuse the math, history or 
English teacher. Yet, all too frequently 
you think nothing of harassing players 
and coaches in their classroom, the ath- 
letic classroom. 


"High school administrators have al- 


ways given you the benefit of the doubt, 
Mr. Fan, sometimes because you were a 
player's parent or an influential citizen. 
However, you should be on notice that 
administrators con no longer tolerate 
your childish, Immature behavior, wheth- 
er you ore a recent graduate, a parent or 
a resident of the community In which the 
school Is located. 


"Your team docs not belong to the 


community. It belongs to the school and 
that school has voluntarily agreed to 
abide by a certain set of rules so that all 
athletes may compete under the same 
standards. If these rules offend any spe- 
cial interest groups or Individuals to the 
point where they cannot conduct them- 
selves in a rational manner, then, by all 
means, these persons should direct all 
their energies toward some other level of 
athletics, but not the high school level. 


"Remember that your coach is also a 


teacher. He is a teacher first and a 
coach second and any time you Join the 
misguided souls in trying to reverse this 
order, your program Is In the first stages 
of collapse. 


"No coach, player or administrator 


wonts to see a program fail. In most 
cases, failure can be attributed to the 
unrelenting, merciless pressure of you, 
the fan, who played little or no part In 
the building of the program. Small won- 
der that the high school coaching field 
has the highest turnover of any coaching 
level."

Clark Hill, a 70,000 acre reservoir on 


the South Carolina-Georgia border, was 
the "mystery" site for the $15,000 win- 
nur-takc-all flshoff 'o decide the world's 
best bass fisherman from among the 
"touring professionals" who partlclpof! 
In (ho regular Bass Anglers Sportsman 
Society (BASS) tournaments. 


Brcckcnridgc'8 winning 52 IDS. 8 ozs. 


for 27 ban In three days was a "classic" 
record, topping Bobby Murray's 43 Ibs. 
11 ozs. stringer out of Lake Mead, Nov. 
In the 1971 Classic. Brcckcnrldgc's sec- 
ond round creel of 2-1 Ibs. 11 ozs. was also 
a one-day total record for tournament 
fishing. 


Clark Hill wan a generous fishing 


hnlc. producing 423 keeper bass weighing 
«3> Ibs. 8 on. for the 2A llnnli c'/n- 
pctllon. The biggest single fish In the 
Clfliilc was a 6 Ib. IS ox. largemauth 
caught In the first round by Wallncr Lea, 
of Powcnlle. Mo. I.rn, a Bull Shoals 
guide, earned a bonus 3100 per pound, 
making that one a $700 cant. 


Clark Hill Is a 19-year-old Impound- 


ment of the Savannah river and has been 
regarded ns a "sleeper" among bass 
fishermen for years. Although It annually 
attracts some 4,000,000 tourists, It has 
net or been known as nn acclaimed bass 
lake. Still, largcmouth up to 13 pounds 
are said to prowl Its 1300 miles of shore- 
line. 


None of the 28 qualifiers for the Classic 


had the vaguest Idea of where the "mys- 
tery" site for the final flshoff would be. 
This Is annually one of the best kept fish- 
Ing secrets In the world. 


Ray Scott, founder of BASS, had long 


felt that there were certain contestants 
who could "gear up" with lures, mops 
and Information, which would give them 
an advantage over other contestants In 
any tournament. 


Although there was little that could be 


done to "level" the contestants In the six 
qualifying tournaments sponsored and 
supervised by BASS, Scott decided that 
tho annual big-money classic could be 
controlled so that all contestants would 
start out equal. 


Thus, the contestants never know 


where In the U.S. they're going when 
they board the plane with their rods and 
the limited 10 Ibs. of lures. All expenses 
are pild and Identically rigged bass 
boats will be waiting for them, wherever 
they are going. 


When tho charter Delta DC-B headed 


cost out of New Orleans last Monday, tho 
word spread through the plane that 
"we're headed cast and toward Florida." 


The airliner circled low over the Is- 


land-dotted reservoir for the contestants 
and the press' first view of the "mystery 
lake" before Scott revealed Its Identity. 
The plane landed at Augusta, Co., for a 
special highway patrol escort to the new 
Hickory Knob Resort Park, which had 
been preparing for the arrival under the 
delusion that It was to be a convention of 
Insurance agents. Only a handful of "In- 
siders" knew the truth. 


The Delta charter flight had been 


booked In the name of the "Golden Age 
Garden Club" to provide cover for the 
mystery destination. The CIA type In- 
trigue was carried out to the letter. The 
2fi special Classic Ranger boss boats, 
plus four back-up rigs were moved nt 
night from the company's Fllppln, Ark. 
home and the drivers were relayed spe- 
cial "march orders" well after they were 
enroute. 


Although nil of the finding records of 


pretloiu Classics were broken at Clark 
Hill, one record wai kept Intact. The 
Clawlc remained a "Jinx" for Roland 
Martin, the number 1 ranked pro bass 
flihrrman In the country. 


Afier winning o\cr Sll.noo In six quali- 


fying nenl<i, Roland didn't collect a 
nickel In the Claislc for the second 
ilralght year. He Is still, however, the 
leading all-time BASS money winner 
with JM.235.20. 


Brcckcnrldgc, 43 and married with one 


child, has been fishing for years and per- 
sonally thinks that the Arkansas river Is 
about the best bass water In the world. 
But he can't help liking Clark Hill reser- 
voir now. 


Breckcnridgc uses a big variety of 


lures, with no single one any more spe- 
cial than the other. He likes chartreuse 
splnnerbalts, grape worm, shad Blg-0, 
yellow MudBug and silver Chopsticks. 


He says he always fishes bright color- 


ed or chrome lures In clear water and 
dark colors In stained or muddy water. 
Just M Important to winning as the 
lures, howcter, iayi Breckenrldgc, Is 
"knowing jour lake." He always uses 
lopo map* and contour maps and says he 
•Indies them before, during and after he 
fishes a new lake. 


Breckcnridgc, until the Classic itself, 


hnd never won a BASS tournament, al- 
though he had finished high enough to 
pick up $960 In 1973 to become a Classic 
qualifier. 


In addition to the wlnncr-takc-all purse 


of $15,000, ho also won a bonus $200 for a 
4 Ib. 3 oz. bass that was the largest of the 
day In tho third round. The total brings 
Drcckcnrldgc's 1973 earnings to $16,160, 
which will make him the year's leading 
money winner. 


BUI Dance, of Memphis, Tenn., and tho 


1973 money winning leader until the Clas- 
sic, made a hard run to overhaul Brc- 
ckonrldge, but the best he could manage 


wns 48 Ibs. 14 ozs. of bass for a second 
place finish. 


Dance, did, however, manuge a rare 


"par" 
In tournament fishing. He took,30 


bass In three days, for a full limit. Con- 
Irstints were allowed 10 bass, 12 Inches 
or longer, per 
day. 


Contestants also earned an additional 


"bonus" ounce for each fish weighed In 
live, thus 01 per cent of the fish, or 386 
out of the 423 caught, were released alive 
back Into tho lake after being weighed 
In. The aerated live wells In the bass 
boots certainly paid off as far as "fish 
conservation" was concerned. 


And, 
Just for the record, although 


BASS has thousands of members In the 
midwest, not ono qualifier was even from 
within hollering distance. Tho home-town 
raster reads right out of the south — Ar- 
kansas, Tennessee, Missouri, Alabama, 
Kentucky and Oklahoma.

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The mailing of America 


There's more than shopping going on at shopping centers

If you think Woodficld and Randhurst 


arc just places to shop, you'd better open 
your eyes the next time )ou run Into ono 
of the stores, grub your purchase, pay 
for It and rush home again. 


Take- a look around — at the tccn-ap/rs 


sitting In the corner rapping, the boys 
checking out the girls, the girls chocking 
out the boys. Watch the three-arid four- 
year-olds laughing at a puppet show a 


few feet away, as at home as they arc In 
their own living rooms. Look at the 
young men and the old men battling at 
tlio ping-pong tables set up outside a 
large retail store, their wives half a mall 
nuay watching a demonstration on flow- 
er arranging. 


There's no avoiding It. The shopping 


center has become a town hall for subur- 
bia, a place to go Sunday morning after 
church (especially If your church meets 


in a room at the center), on a boring 
Saturday afternoon, on your lunch hour. 
For some, it's even more: a pastime as 
popular as taking a trip to the Brookfield 
Zoo, a plonk in the country or a day at 
the beach. 


"THE SHOPPING center is becoming 


the village green of 25 years ago," said 
Paul Dasso, divisional vice president of 
the Randhurst Corp., which built Rand- 
hurst 11 years ago. 


Where else In the Northwest suburbs 


besides Randhurst in Mount Prospect 
and Woodfield in Schaumburg con a 
housewife do some shopping, hove her 
hair done, have lunch, take in an hour of 
ice skating, see a movie, meet her hus- 
band for dinner and then take a bridge 
lesson without even moving her car out 
of Its parking space? 


"Mom, I'm going to Woodfield after 


school" has been heard in homes

From hanging cheeses... 
.to masses of concrete and glass 


throughout the suburbs. For teen-agers, 
the mall has the same appeal the malt 
shop and the comer drug store had for 
their parents. It is their McDonald's, 
only better because there is a roof over 
their heads and benches Instead of car 
hoods to sit on. 


For senior citizens, a shopping center 


can be entertaining as well as good for 
their health, according to Gerry Dem- 
psey, Woodfield's assistant manager and 
former promotions director. 


"A lot of physicians recommend the el- 


derly walk for exerdse. Here they can 
do it all year round," he sold. He said he 
sees one elderly couple walking around 
Woodfield nearly every day. 


IF YOU THINK this mailing of Amer- 


ica Is a sad commentary on American 
life, consider this. Without the shopping 
center, we probably would never have 
miniature golf for a quarter, bunny 
shows on the mall or free flycasting les- 
sons. 


Last winter hundreds of spectators at 


Woodfield got to see scenes from the 
rock opera Godspell without having to 
pay $5.50 for a theater ticket. Last year 
Randhurst shoppers had a chance to pose 
for a photo with Chicago Cubs' outfielder 
Billy Williams and get his autograph 
without having to take the trip to Wrig- 
ley Field. 


It's part of a relatively new type of 


public relations: the selling of the shop- 
ping center. Promotions directors at 
Woodfield and Randhurst arc concerned 
with two things — attracting as many 
potential customers to the center as pos- 
sible, and making sure their center is 
well accepted by those who live around 
it. 


"What shopping centers do in the line 


of promotion is not new," said Dempsey. 
"Auto shows have been going on since 
the first shopping center. They always 
attracted a lot of people." 


Only these days, there are a lot more 


promotions to pick from: golf pros, tennis 
pros, historical exhibits, wild animals, 
stuffed wild animals, judo and karate 
demonstrators, even performers who 
spend their time traveling the shopping 
center circuit. 


AND THERE IS a lot more to pro- 


mote: day-care centers, babysitting ser- 
vices, warmth in the winter, cool in the 
summer, acres of free parking, movie 
theaters, and indoor Ice rinks. At Wood- 
field 181 "carefully selected" stores, car- 
peted rest rooms, wheelchairs to rent, 
and 18 restaurants from Parrel's Ice 
Cream Parlor to the soon-to-open ere- 
pcric, the Magic Pan. At Randhurst, 75 
"carefully selected" stores, a steak 
house in the future, and the convenience 
of a grocery store right on the premises. 


Both shopping centers have tours for 


visiting businessmen from other coun- 
tries and for school children. At Wood- 
field, the promotions department has 
even written to travel bureaus, encour- 
aging them to include the largest en- 
closed shopping mall in the world in 
their tours of Chicago. 


Randhurst, the first enclosed mall in 


Illinois, has an extensive welcoming pro- 
gram, sending women armed with free 
coupons and information about the cen- 
ter door-to-door visiting new families in 
the suburbs around the center. 


BOTH DASSO and Dempsey said the 


two shopping centers do not try to com- 
pete with each other when it comes to 
promotions. "In part, we serve the same 
trade areas," Dasso said. "But our ma- 
jor department stores are entirely differ- 
ent. Each of us have our own custom- 
ers." 


Shopping centers are where the action 


is, according to Dasso, not only for sub- 
urbanites but for store owners and man- 
agers as well. 


"We have stores on waiting lists," he 


said. "Stores do the most volume in 
shopping centers because the centers are 
where the crowds are."

NEW YORK — It is no coincidence,

tlanct earth In the Scars Tower In Chi- 
cago. Ever since the company jettisoned 
Mr. Roebuck from Its masthead, and do- 
emphasized mailorder catalogues In fa- 
vor of charge plates. Scars stores have 
not only altered skylines In cities such as 
Chicago, but they have helped to create 
sk> lines In numerous suburbs from New- 
ton. Mass , to La Jolla, Calif. 


The Scars company, and many others, 


stopped waiting for consumers to come 
Into their stores; they have taken their 
stores to the consumers — In some 
cases, the stores actually begin where 
backyards leave off. 


Now, one docs not have to \lslt Fifth 


Avenue In New York City to acquire o 
S.ik'* label; Mack's and Glmbcls have 
taken their bargain basements out to 
Syawct and Svvampscott and, down in 
Fort Laudcrdalc, one can go to a shop- 
ping center and dine In a Patricia Mur- 
phy's Candlelight Restaurant. The Bos- 
ton Store has left Boston for greater en- 


virons, and even Brooks Brothers has 
been testing the suburban waters with its 
tlirec-plccc tweed suits and its $50 
V-necks pullover sweaters. 


The largest building In the city of 


Piltsfleld, Mass, Is now a Hilton Hotel, 
uhlch rises out from the middle of a 
shopping center. On the west side of 
Cleveland, the houses that were built In 
Parma had barely settled into their foun- 
dations when a shopping center called 
Parmatown — with more than 100 stores 
— went up. In central Florida, shopping 
centers arc currently being constructed 
at breakneck paces to accommodate the 
needs of the thousands of tourists who 
will visit the Walt Disney World In Or- 
lando. 


EVCN IN RUSTIC, old Bcnnlngton, 


Vt, 300 feet from the Grandma Moses 
Museum, there Is a shopping center. 


The mailing of America has created 


some new intrigue in the old company- 
cohsumcr relationship. For example: 


"This sales-tax thing Is a nightmare," 


said a dark-haired girl who worked be-

hind a cash register at Macy's in the Co- 
lonie Center near Albany, N.Y. "On Fri- 
day nights and Saturday afternoons, the 
lines are 40 people deep. I have enough 
trouble tabulating the prices. People get 
edgy, waiting in line, they start holler- 
ing, 'Hurry up,' hurry up, get moving.' 


"By the time I get to the sales tax, I 


don't know what I'm doing half the time. 
Sometimes I just guess. You know, you 
overcharge somebody a nickel on an 
item and they'll be back, mad as hell. 
But you overcharge them a couple dol- 
lars on the sales tax, and they don't 
even know the difference. It's going on at 
all the stores, with all the girls I know." 


At a Walden book store In the Willow- 


brook Plaza In Wayne, N.J., a salesman 
said: "People really know how to use us. 
We get some people in here, they come 
in on Fridays and they buy a best-selling 
book, 'The Best and The Brightest,' say 
for $11. They always make sure they tell 
us they're buying it for a gift. So what 
happens? They come back on Monday 
and return the book and ask for their 
money back. They say the person they 
bought it for already has it. But you 
know what they're doing? They're buy- 
ing the book, reading it over the week- 
end, and returning it on Monday for a 
full refund. That means they can read 
every damn book on the best-seller list 
and not pay a dime for any of them." 


AT THE GRAND Central Shopping 


Plaza in Stamford, Conn., a salesgirl at 
the perfume counter of Bamberger's 
said: "Five out of ten women who walk 
past the counter will stop, pick up some 
expensive brand of perfume, and look 
around to see if somebody's watching 
them. Then they squirt themselves with 
the perfume, put the bottle down, and 
keep on going. So we decided to stop 
fighting it: we're put out samplers on the 
counters and we let them use all they 
want." 


The assistant manager of the men's 


clothing department at Scars in the 
Southport Shopping Center In Fort Lau- 
dcrdale, said: "The biggest theft items 
in this store are jock straps. Young guys 
come in, put them into their pockets and 
walk out. I don't know why they want 
jock straps so much, but they do. Funny, 
but you take the candy counter, people 
go over there, take a chocolate bar, or 
something, and they always seem to 
leave money on the counter. The sales- 
girl gets called away for a minute and, 
when she gets back, the counter is filled 
with nickels and dimes and quarters. She 
never has to worry about people stealing 
candy. But me, I've got to stand around 
all day watching jock straps." 


SOMETIMES, BOTH the shopping cen- 


ters and shoppers get hustled at the 
same time — in the name of the Ringling 
Brothers, or good government, or the 
great outdoors. For instance. 


The Nanuet, N. Y., Mall, 35 miles 


northwest of Manhattan, has become — 
as most shopping centers have — a 
showcase for Indoor exhibits. The exhib- 
its have nothing to do with the stores. 
They just occupy mall space in the hope 
of catching the consumers' attention. 
One week, the mall may be filled with 
camping equipment, put on display by 
companies which manufacture camper-1 
trailers; the next week might by "Circus' 
Week," and shoppers would be greeted 
by clowns and other performers from a 
visiting circus. Recently, at the Namuct 
Mall, there was a "Government Week." 
A security policeman, who patrolled the 
exhibits, described them: 


"All the local government agencies 


bad exhibits. There was a boat in here 
from the river- patrol; the building in- 
spectors had jars of termites, the sewage 
disposal people had a couple live rats In 


cages, the hospital people drove an am- 
bulance in here. But the worst thing of 
all was this display by the county health 
department. It was supposed to show 
what polluted air does to your lungs. 
They had one set of lungs that were 
healthy-looking, mounted, behind glass. 
They had another set that were bad, and 
a third set that were cancerous. 


"NOW WHEN I looked at the cancer- 


ous lung, I got sick to my stomach.I 
walked away. So what happens a couple 
minutes later? These two kids come run- 
ning by me, and one of them says to the 
other, 'Hoy, this way; let's go see the 
cancerous lung.' I nearly quit and went 
home." 


Shopping centers have had their shares 


of national notoriety too. It was at a 
(hopping center in Laurel, Md., in May, 
1972, that Gov. George Wallace was shot 
while campaigning for the presidency. In 
1968, Bill Bonanno, the son of Joe (Joe 
Bananas) Bonanno, the alleged crime 
overlord, used a borrowed charge plate 
to buy $200 worth of men's clothing and 
cologne from David Bloom and Sons' in a 
shopping center in Tucson, Ariz. The 
store had Bonanno arrest; he was sub- 
sequently convicted of using a stolen 
credit card and was sentenced to a term 
in prison.

Paramus, N.J. 


How a town went from cornfields to shopping centers 


PARAMUS, N.J. — This city. 15 miles west of Times 


Square, was covered by farmland, which produced corn, 
beans and pumpkins, 20 years ago. Today, it is Inundated by 
labyrinthian shopping centers; Indeed, there ore people who 
live in Paromus who refer to their city as the "shopping- 
center capital of the world." 


The Garden State Plaza, on Rt. 17, houses over 100 stores. 


The Fashion Center, four miles north of It on Rt. 17, houses 50 
stores. The Bergen Mall, three miles east of it on Rt. 4, 
houses over 100 stores. Intertwined among them are indepen- 
dent stores that ore large enough to be shopping centers 
themselves; Alexander's, Bloomingdale's, Korvette's. To the 
casual motorist, it is impossible to drive to Paramus and find 
a small city; whatever is left of Paramus is hiding some- 
where behind the sophisticated script of the Lord and Taylor 
sign. 


The people in Paramus will tell you that, 15 years ago, they 


encouraged the local politicians to lure the shopping centers 
to their city. The reason: The shopping centers would pay 
such high property taxes, they would lower the tax rate for 
the homeowners. When the first shopping center was built — 
the Garden State Plaza, in 1958 — the local residents began 
pouring the money they saved on their own property into the 
new stores in their shopping center. 


NOW. THE CYCLE has come full circle: Growing numbers 


want the shopping centers out. But, alas, shopping centers, 
they have found out, are commercialized Gibraltars; they are 
immovable and indestructible — they are there to stay, con- 
tingent upon the next Ice Age. 


"From an ecological standpoint," said Ralph Morse, former 


resident of Paramus, "the shopping centers are disasters. 
The traffic, the fumes, the buses, the trucks; you go to bed at 
night and you hack yourself to sleep. 


"The centers wiped out the local businesses. You want to 


buy a newspaper, or a pack of clgarets late at night, you 
gotta go to the shopping center, there's no place else." 


In Paramus, there not only is a store to fit every pocket- 


book, there seems to be a shopping center to fit every pocket- 
book as well. The Fashion Center is the most exquisite of 
them all: It has winding, spiral staircases, bubbling fountains 
thick red carpets on the floor, soft lighting overhead and 
classical music oozing out of the walls from some unseen 
stereophonic nerve center. 


Inside the Fashion Center, the roster of distinguished resi- 


dent stores includes a brokerage firm, "Dean Witter and Co. 
Inc., Members, New York Stock Exchange;" an art gallery In 


which one can have a portrait painted by a James Mason for 
$750, and an F.A 0. Schwarz store in which one can purchase 
a 1904 Olds antique car for one's favorite nephew for $2,010, 
or a stuffed gnzzly bear for $495. 


"A LOT OK THE PEOPLE who come into this store are 


grandmothers," said Janet Taylor, manager of F.A.O. 
Schwarz. "They're buying gifts for their grandsons and they 
know just what they want and they usually pay cash for 
them. That five-hundred-dollar bear in the window, we've 
sold several of them. 


The Garden State Plaza and the Bergen Mall in Paramus 


both appeal to what seems to be a white, middle-class clien- 
tele. 


"Black people aren't into (he shopping-center thing," he 


said. "The few black people that we get in here shop the 
bargain basement. You would think that since we're so close 
to Newark, and to Harlem, that we'd get a lot more black 
people in here. But we don't get very many at all. For one 
thing, I'd say they don't have the money to spend." 


In Paramus, the shopping centers are not only havens for 


consumers, but they unwittingly have surrogate daycare 
nurseries, senior-citizen's centers and, yes, even stogies bars. 


A waitress in the coffee shop at Stern Brothers' in the 


Bergen Mall said: "The old folks, the senior citizens, they get 
here around 10 in the morning. They order a cup of tea, 15, 2» 
of them. Then they sit around and talk about how their kids 
have betrayed them, how their grandchildren don't love 
them, how they have no place to go. They bring their own 
sandwiches for lunch. Around two, they other another cup of 
tea, and they go through the whole routine again. God, it's 
depressing." 


IN THE MEN'S department of Ohrbach's in the Bergen 


Mall, a salesman said: "Young girls come in here on Friday 
nights and Saturday afternoons. They hang around, looking at 
ties and shirts. They see a guy who looks like a prospect, they 
go over to him and they say, 'Excuse me, do you think this 
tie goes with this shirt?' The next thing you know, the guy 
asks the girl If she'd like a cup of coffee, and they're off. 
Sometimes, he'll ask her for a date right on the spot. Di- 
vorced women will drop their kids off somewhere, and hang 
around in here, figuring It's a good place to meet a guy. 


"Once, a girl picked up a guy in here and you know what 


she did? She took him upstairs, to the furniture department, 
way In the back. They were caught hankypankying on one of 
those $750 black, leather sofas."

Col. Walt Zust, of the !)014th Air 


F o r c e Information Squadron at 
O'Hare, said the pilot, Lt. Vernon 
Johnson, was on a flight from Self- 
ridge Air Force Base near Detroit to 
California, with a scheduled stop at 
Denver. Col. Zust said Lt. Johnson 
was over Dubuquc, Iowa, when he 
notified the Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration that his'plane's oil gauges 
were fluctuating. 


LT. JOHNSON declared an emer- 


gency and was directed by the FAA 
to land at Glenview, Col. Zust said. 
He was authorized to "make an 
emergency descent using the fastest 
means possible," Col. Zust said. 


Col. Zust said the fighter broke the 


sound barrier (720 mph) over Rock- 
ford, about 90 miles west of Glen- 
view. He said his office began receiv- 
ing calls on the sonic boom about 
11:15 a.m. 


Police switchboards throughout the 


Northwest suburbs were flooded with 
calls from citizens as the aircraft 
passed over the area about 11:25 
a.m. Police reported receiving calls 
30 minutes after the boom. 


Col. Zust said the plane suffered 
almost a total power failure as it ap- 
proached Glenview. 


"When he was at about 12.000 feet 


he lost almost all his power. The fi- 
nal descent and landing were made 
almost without power." he said. 


Lt. Johnson successfully

the jet without further incident, Col. 
Zust said.

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Village board wrapup 
Metron request 
to be reviewed 


A request by Metron Systems Corp. to start a bus service 


between the Mill Creek subdivision and the Chicago nnd 
North Western Ry. station in Arlington Heights has been re- 
ferred to the village's transportation committee. 


Claude G. Lulsada, president of the Mount Prospect firm, 


asked the village board Monday night for permission to ex- 
tend the present bus service in Arlington Heights to Mill 
Creek. Tho board, however, decided not to take action until 
the transportation committee reviews the proposal and makes 
a recommendation. 


Mctron's one-year contract with Arlington Heights permits 


the firm to extend bus service 1'i miles outside the village's 
corporate limits. Mill Creek borders the northern and eastern 
part of Arlington Heights. 


If the bus service Is approved it will consist of three trips 


between Mill Creek and the train station each weekday morn- 
Ing and evening. The bus service would cost the village noth- 
ing, since It would be solely supported by residents using the 
service.

Creek, Lulsada said that his company hopes someday to 
serve other parts of tho village.

Developer wants village 
drainage condemnation 


Levitt and Sons Inc., developers of the 


Strathmorc Grove subdivision, has asked 
the Buffalo Grove Board to condemn 
property adjacent to its project for storm 
sewer casements. 


Levitt has made the request because 


the firm has been unable to obtain tho 
casements from neighboring property 
owncm. 


Although the village board took no ac- 


tion on Levitt's condemnation request 
Monday night, several village trustees 
voiced strong opposition to it. The board, 
however, agreed to have a representa- 
tive of the village meet with Levitt and 
th« property owners in an attempt to ob- 
tain the casements without going to 
court. 


Hubert Brandwcin. an attorney for 


Levitt, told the board that while his com- 
pany In the annexation agreement con- 
sented to try to get the casements, the 
village also agreed to help If there were 
any problems. "Condemnation Is essen- 
tial for the drainage on the project," he 
said. 


TRUSTEE Randall Rathjcn said he 


feels It would be "an error In judgment" 
for the village to enter Into legal action 
to obtain an casement that will benefit a 
private company. "I don't think In any 
way the village should act as an agent 
for Levitt and Sons." he said. "I think it 
li an Insult that >ou'ro asking us to do 
thli." he told Brandwcin. 


Trustee James Shirley said although 


he feels the village has an obligation to 
assist Levitt In obtaining casements, he 
would be opposed to entering Into con- 
demnation. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa said It is 


his opinion that the village could legally 
condemn land for the casements, but he 
would not recommend it until negotia- 
tions have been exhausted. 


An Illinois statute allows condemnation 


to "enlarge, construct, or Improve a nat- 
ural or nrtlficol drain outside the corpo- 
rate limits of the city or village to obtain 
a proper outlet." 


Rnysa said, however, if the matter were 


to go to court the village would have to 
prove that the drainage is for the public 
good and will not just benefit certain in- 
dividuals. 


SINCE THE PROPERTY where Levitt 


is seeking the easements Is downstream 
from Its project, Rnysa said, a court 
would probably rule that the property 
has to accept the water because that is 
its natural flow. He said, however, Levitt 
cannot alter the natural course of the 
surface drainage. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoncy said he is in 


favor of condemning the land for the 
casements, providing Levitt agrees to 
reimburse the village for legal fees or 
any other costs Incurred by the village. 


Village Prcs. Gary Armstrong said al- 


though he would not rule out con- 
demnation, he would not favor it until 
there arc further negotiations with the 
landowners involved. Trustee Clarice 
Rech joined Rathjen and Shirley in op- 
posing condemnation for any reason. 


One of the casements proposed by Lev- 


itt would be on property north of the de- 
velopment, In Long Grove. An alternate 
drainage casement would be to the cast 
of the property, in unincorporated Lake 
County. Both casements would take the 
water through an underground pipe to 
Aptaklslc Creek, Its natural outlet. 


ACCORDING TO Village Engineer Ar- 


nold Scaberg, the only other alternative 
would be for Levitt to construct three re- 
tention basins on Its property. The reten- 
tion basins could hold the water and 
slowly discharge it overland. 


This method, however, would force 


Levitt to cither eliminate six to eight 
homes or redesign the entire project, 
Scaberg said. 


The project, which has already been 


approved by the village board, consists of 
113 single-family homes. It Is located to 
the southeast of Arlington Heights and 
Aptaklsic roads.

How did North Area Campus Life profit 


from nn 11-day haunted house to the tune 
of $20,300? 


They spent $6,500 building the biggest 


and most terrifying house of horrors in 
the area when drew 16,751 people. 


Campus Life, a branch of tho Youth for 


Christ national organization, is an Out- 
reach program providing activities and 
counseling to high school students in the 
northwest suburbs, north shore and Lake 
County. With contacts In each school in 
high school districts 207, 211 and 214, 
staff members attempt to direct young 
people toward o relationship with God. 


THE ORGANIZATION is funded by its 


single money-maker as well as support 
from area churches, businesses, parents 
and residents. Prior to the haunted house 
Campus Life was operating in the red 


"We were almost to the point of des- 


peration," said Bob Wolgemuth, a full 
time staff member. "None of the staff 
members had been paid for six-weeks. 
This (the haunted house) has really been 
an exciting thing. It is exciting to meet 
that need." 


Whey they set a $20,000 profit goal for 


the project staff members regarded it as 
impossible, Wolgemuth said. They were 
late in getting started, a deal they had 
arranged for a house fell through and 
they weren't sure If they could get it to- 
gether In time. 


"We looked to God for guidance," Wol- 


gemuth said. 


AFTER CONTACTING Des Plaines of- 


ficials about their plight things started 
falling In place. "The city really went to 
bat for us. Eleanor Rohrbach (city clerk) 
nnd all the city superintendents really 
helped us out," he said. 


The city arranged for Campus Life to 


turn the former Junior Achievement 
headquarters in downtown DCS Plaines 
Into a haunted house at no cost. The 
building, owned by Kunkcl Real Estate 
Co., is scheduled to be razed in the 
spring for downtown redevelopment and 
was standing vacant. 


With a week to go the Campus Life 


people spent day and night converting 
the building into the scariest place in 
town. 


The result was horrifying. Wolgemuth 


confirmed that a number of people 
fainted, others ran screaming from the 
building, 
some 
cried, 
few 
breezed 


througli unscathed. 


THE HOUSE was only opened to those 


high school age and older. Two special, 
toned-down Saturday matinees for young 
children were provided. 


Tho word spread and the people poured 


In. Busloads came from Racine, Wis. and 
Lake Geneva. Calls for directions came 
from Barrington, Palos Park and all 
over Chicago. Last Saturday alone 2,GOO 


IVo youth agencies get $20,000

to Kistcn. 


TEACHERS AUK ASKING for partici-

Dennis Anderson, a member of the Des 
Plaines Education Association negotia- 
tion team, said the board still "falls to 
understand the underlying principle — 
having teachers have a meaningful 
voice." 


"THE BOARD WANTS to leave us 


where we arc and negotiate only salary 
Items," he said.

ers — one of four items previously 
termed non-negotiable by the board. Oth- 
er Items include teacher paitlcipatlon in 
policymaking on class size, planning pe- 
riods and professional dismissal times. 


Anderson said teachers are "dealing

"They tell me they have hired people

"If this is their philosophy, then I don't 
want to work for them." 


The resolution for a strike was made

"stage where I don't really have too 
much choice." 


"I DON'T LIKE TO do this, but I think

A Michigan Air National Guard pi-

cy descent rattled windows and lit tip 
police switchboards from Rockford to 
Glenview. 


Col. Walt Zust, of the 9014th Air 


F o r c e Information Squadron at 
O'Harc, said the pilot, Lt. Vcrnon 
Johnson, was on a (light from Self- 
ridge Air Force Bnse near Detroit to 
California, with a scheduled stop at 
Denver. Col. Zust said Lt. Johnson 
was over Dubuquc, Iowa, when he 
notified the Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration that his plane's oil gauges 
were fluctuating. 


LT. JOHNSON declared an emer- 


gency and was directed by the FAA 
to land at Glenview. Col, Zust said. 
He was authorized to "make an 
emergency descent using the fastest 
means possible," Col. Zust said. 


Col. /.list said the fighter broke the 


sound banicr (720 mph) over Rock- 
ford, about 90 miles west of Glen- 
view. He said his office began receiv- 
ing calls on the sonic boom about 
11:15 a.m. 


Police switchboards throughout the 


Northwest suburbs weic flooded with 
calls fiom citizens as the aircraft 
passed over the area about 11:25 
a.m. Police reported receiving calls 
30 minutes after the boom. 


Col. Zust said the plane suffered 
almost a total power failure as it ap- 
proached Glenview. 


"When he was at about 12,000 feet 


he lost almost all Ins power. The (i- 
nal descent and landing uorc made 
almost without power," he said.

BEIIREL HAD opposed the concept of

from area churches, businesses, parents 
and residents.

Ham television? 


Home hookup allows ideo reception from distant points

When John Kivlohan of Elk Giove Vil- 


lage spends the evening watching tele- 
vision, he really docs it up big. Sitting in 
his own small studio, he watches stations 
a far away as Salt Lake City, Utah and 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 


If he gets tired of watching far away 


stations, he'll sometimes turn a video 
camera on himself and broadcast to 
about 25 other area ham radio buffs with 
a more than cpstial interest in television. 


Kivlehan's interest in television started 


about 10 years ago when he was switch- 
ing through the channels, looking for a 
television program. "I turned to channel 
six and picked up the image of a station 
broadcasting from Texas," said Kivle- 


lian. "From then on I was hooked and 
kept trying to pick up other stations." 


He started learning about the close re- 


lation of television to his ham radio set. 


EVENTUALLY. Kiviehan. 27, learned 


to hook his television up to his large ham 
radio antenna. That's w'licn the pictures 
on his screen started coming in from all 
over the United States. 


Completely self-trained in electronics, 


Kiviehan became interested in being on 
television himself while listening to his 
ham radio one night. 


"I was listening to these two guys talk- 


ing to each other," said Kiviehan. "One 
guy kept saying show me this and show- 
mo that," he added. "I finally figuicd 
out what was going on." 


What Kiviehan "figured out" was that 


the two men had rigged up somewiiat of 
their own television hookup. Both could 
hear each other.On a separate radio 
hookup, one could sec the other on a spe- 
cially adapted TV set. 


So Kiviehan expanded Ills' hobby, ad- 


ding another television set, transmitter 
and the most expensive part of the setup, 
according to Kiviehan, a small video 
camera. He converted part of bis garage 
into a miniature studio and workshop 


KIVI.EIIAN JOINED a group of about 


25 individuals who like himself, have the 
necessary ham 
radio and 
television 


equipment to broadcast over the waves. 
Although the group puts out a broadcast 
virtually every night, you won't see their 
programs on your own set — not without 
a few adjustments, that is, 


"Actually, we're broadcasting on chan- 


nel 13 and 3/4 on the UHF band which 
runs fiom 14 to 8.1," said Kiviehan. To 


enable his set to pick up the channel that 
doesn't exist on a commercial set, he ad- 
justs his set tuner by "padding it down." 


The technique is fairly simple, accord- 


ing to Kiviehan. It allows the set to pick 
up stations from 13 to about 44. 


Kiviehan and his video cronies take 


turns being "on camera" every night. 
The other members of the club watch on 
their own sets white listening to the con- 
versation on tlieir ham radio sets. 


What do >ou do with a television sta- 


tion all your own? 


"One night, one of the guys demonstra- 


ted how to make horseradish." Kiviehan 
laughed. "Another member once lectured 
on weather forecasting." 


According to Kiviehan, a lot of those 


on camera will talk about or demon- 
strate techniques of their video hobby or 
show off their latest piece of equipment. 


ALTHOUGH THEIK "broadcasts" only 


have a radius of about 30 miles. Kiviehan 
and fellow club members hope to form 
intrastate. or perhaps interstate network 
someday. 


The amateur's broadcastinc distance 


would be extended through the use of 
boosting stations. 


Kivlehan's hobby also includes a radio 


teletype machine on which club mem- 
bers send typed messages to each other. 
Kivlechan also picks up weather reports 
on his teletype. 


Rounding out his cache of electronic 


equipment is a machine that can send a 
copy of a picture over the air. The pic- 
ture is received by those within a 50-mile 
radius who have the special equipment 
necessary to reproduce the picture. They 
then send the pictue they receive back to 
Kiviehan.

A Michigan Air National Guard pi- 


lot en route to California was forced 
to make an emergency landing Tues- 
day at Glenview Naval Air Station 
after Ills F-1CG Delta Dart malfunc- 
tioned over the Mississippi River. 


The sonic boom from his emergen- 


cy descent rattled windows and lit up 
police switchboards from Rockford to 
Glenview. 


Col. Walt Zust, of the 90!4lh Air 


F o r c e Information Squadron at 
O'llarc, said the pilot. Lt. Vernon 
Johnson, v.as on a flight from Self- 
ridge Air Force Base near Detroit to 
California, with a scheduled stop at 
Denver. Col. Zust said Lt. Johnson 
was over Dubuquc, Io\\a, when he 
notified the Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration that his plane's oil gauges 
were fluctuating. 


I.T. JOHNSON declared an emer- 


gency and was directed by the FAA 
to land at Glenview, Col. Zust said. 
He was authorized to "make an 
emergency descent using the fastest 
means possible," Col. Zust said. 


Col. Zust said the fighter broke the 


sound barrier (720 mph) over Rock- 
ford, about 90 miles west of Glen- 
view. He said his office began receiv- 
ing calls on the sonic boom about 
11:15 am. 


Police switchboards throughout the 


Northwest suburbs were flooded with 
calls from citizens as the aircraft 
passed over the area about 11:25 
a.m. Police reported receiving calls 
30 minutes after the boom. 


Col. Zust said the plane suffered 


almost a total power failure as it ap- 
proached Glenview. 


"When he was at about 12,000 feet 


he lost almost all his power. The fi- 
nal descent and landing were made 
almost without power." he said 


Lt. Johnson successfully 
landed 


the jet without further incident, Col 
Zust said. 


THERE WERE some reports of 


broken windows in the area. Some 
ceiling tiles at the gymnasium of the 
H o f f m a n Elementary School in 
Schaumburg reportedly were dis- 
turbed by the sonic boom. 


Arlington Heights police reported 


"many calls. The emergency number 
has been swamped and we're getting 
calls through the village switch- 


board," 15 minutes after the over- 
fhfiht. 


Dcbrah Bush, Rolling Meadows po- 


lice radio operator, said. "Only the 
whole city called." 


The telephone lines to the Palatine 


and Hoffman Estates police depart- 
ments were blocked with about 50 
calls each Schaumburg police said 
they received 100 calls from worried 
citizens.

"These are unsettled times. People 
get nervous when something like this 
happens."

Ham television? 


Home hookup allows video reception from distant points

When John Kivlchan of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage spends the evening watching tele- 
vision, he really does it up big. Sitting in 
his own small .studio, he watches stations 
a far away as Salt Lake City, Utah and 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 


If he gets tired of watching far away 


stations, he'll sometimes turn a video 
camera on himself and broadcast to 
about 23 other area ham radio buffs with 
a more than casual interest in television. 


Klvlehan's interest in television started 


about 10 years ago when he was switch- 
ing through the channels, looking for a 
television program. "I turned to channel 
six and picked up the image of a station 
broadcasting from Texas," said Klvle- 


han. "From then on I was hooked and 
kept trying to pick up other stations." 


He started learning about the close re- 


lation of television to his ham radio set. 


EVENTUALLY. Kivlchan. 27, learned 


to hook his television up to his large ham 
radio antenna. That's when the pictures 
on his screen started coming in from all 
over the United States. 


Completely self-trained in electronics, 


KMehan became interested In being on 
television himself while listening to his 
ham radio one night. 


"I was listening to these two guys talk- 


ing to each other," said Kivlejian. "One 
guy kept saying show me this and show 
me that," he added. "I finally figured 
out what was going on." 


What Kivlehan "figured out" was that 


the two men had rigged up somewhat of 
their own television hookup. Both could 
hear each other.On a separate radio 
hookup, one could see the other on a spe- 
cially adapted TV set. 


So Klvlehnn expanded his hobby, ad- 


ding another television set, transmitter 
and the most expensive part of the setup, 
according to Kivlchan, a small video 
camera. He converted part of his garage 
into a miniature studio and workshop. 


KIVLEHAN JOINED a group of about 


25 individuals who like himself, have the 
necessary ham 
radio and television 


equipment to broadcast over the waves. 
Although the group puts out a broadcast 
virtually every night, you won't see their 
programs on your own set — not without 
a few adjustments, that is. 


"Actually, we're broadcasting on chan- 


ncl 13 and 3/4 on the UHF band which 
runs from 14 to 83," said Kivlchan. To 


enable his set to pick up the channel that 
doesn't exist on a commercial set, he ad- 
justs his set tuner by "padding it down." 


The technique is fairly simple, accord- 


ing to Kivlehan. It allows the set to pick 
up stations from 13 to about 44. 


Kivlehan and his video cronies take 


turns being "on camera" every night. 
The oilier members of the club watch on 
their own sets while listening to the con- 
versation on tlieir ham radio sets. 


What do you do with a television sta- 


tion all your own? 


"One night, one of the guys demonstra- 


ted how to make horseradish," Kivlehan 
laughed. "Another member once lectured 
on weather forecasting." 


According to Kivlehan, a lot of those 


on camera will talk about or demon- 
strate techniques of their video hobby or 
show off their latest piece of equipment. 


ALTHOUGH THEIR "broadcasts" only 


have a radius of about 30 miles. Kivlehan 
and fellow club members hope to form 
intrastatc. or peihaps interstate network 
someday. 


The amateur's broadcasting distance 


would be extended through the use of 
boosting stations. 


Kivlehan's hobby also includes' a radio 


teletype machine on which club mem- 
bers send typed messages to each other. 
Kivlechan also picks up weather reports 
on his teletype. 


Rounding out his cache of electronic 


equipment is a machine that can send a 
copy of a picture over the air. The pic- 
ture is received by those within a 50-mile 
radius who have the special equipment 
necessary to reproduce the picture. They 
then send the pictuc they receive back to 
Kivlchan.

'Haunted house' scares up $20,300

How did North Area Campus Life profit 


from an ll-dn> haunted house to the tune 
of $20,300? 


They spent $6,500 building the biggest 


and most terrifying house of horrors in 
the area when drew 10,731 people. 


Campus Life, a branch of the Youth for 


Christ national organization, is nn Out- 
rcacli program providing actiivities and 


counseling to high school students in the 
northwest suburbs, north shore and Lake 
County. With contacts in each school in 
high school districts 207, 211 and 214, 
staff members attempt to direct young 
people toward a relationship with God. 


THE ORGANIZATION is funded by its 


single money-maker as well as support 
from area churches, businesses, parents 
and residents. Prior to the haunted house 


Campus Life was operating in the red. 


"We were almost to the point of des- 


peration," said Bob Wolgemuth, a full 
time staff member, "None of the staff 
members had been paid for six-weeks. 
This (the haunted house) has really been 
an exciting thing. It is exciting to meet 
that need." 


Whey they set a $20,000 profit goal for 


the project staff members regarded it as

Blankenship told Schaible lie thought 


/ . 


the question was important and should 
bo discussed. 


Board member Gordon Tlwrcn said the 


district should consult experts in market- 
ing. "Let them tell us the best way to go 
and give us advice on presenting this ref- 
erendum to voters," he said. He agreed 
with Schaible that voters sometimes are 
selfish in their vote and would vote only 
for those portions of a referendum that 
would most directly benefit them. 


BLANKENSHIP chided the others for 


lack-of faith in the voters. "I believe in 
the good sense of the voter. This district 
should explain the referendum package 
and the district's needs as plainly to vot- 
ers as it has In committee." 


"Don't try to outguess the voter, give 


them a choice. Some may say no to one 
question but then they may also say no 
to the whole package because that one 
project was included in the total referen- 
dum," said Blankenship. 


Schaible said, "Speaking from experi- 


ence I find voters will more readily ap- 
prove a referendum if something in the 
total package benefits them. That's what 
a single question would do," he added.

ones, constructing a nature center facil- 
ity and new administration offices arc 
the four parts in the winter referendum 
being considered by Schaumburg Town- 
ship Elementary School Dist.

• About $13 million for new building

• Renovation and improvement to 


eight of its older schools is estimated to 
cost about $3 million. The buildings, all 
constructed in the mid-50s share common 
problems such as low lighting levels, in- 
adequate washroom, office, storage and 
classroom space, no learning centers: 
and a few do not have gymnasiums, offi- 
cials said. 


• Construction of a $700,000 adminis- 


tration and educational service center. 
The 
18,000-square-foot 
facility would 


house administrators, office personnel, 
an instructional center, and special serv- 
ice personnel meeting rooms. The com- 
mittee will recommend it be located on 
the 17-acrc site east of Schaumburg Ele- 
mentary Sclwol, directly in front of the 
district warehouse fronting on Schaum- 
burg Road. 


• A permanent nature center building 


and green house estimated to cost $60,000 
is the final part of the referendum pack- 
age. 


He estimated it would cost $12,000 for 


materials for a 40x60 foot facility that 
would house displays, a resource library, 
restrooms, classrooms, equipment and 
laboratories. Additional costs arc for life 
safety 
code requirements, plumbing, 


heating, electricity, water and sewer 
work. 


The building would be located at the 


Frost Nature Center in Schaumburg and 
used by all district schools.

Promised tax cut on ivay- 
in form of garbage bags

A new* analysis 


Believe it or not, one of these days 


between now and Dec. 1, every 
homeowner in Palatine will have 50 
free garbage bags on his doorstep. 


That was the promise made by 


Palatine Village Prcs. Wendell Jones 
Monday night, after Tobln-Stahr Co. 
of Elk Grove Village was awarded 


the contract for a year's supply of 
village-approved trash bags. The 
price will be SW! per 1.000 and village 
officials have ordered 1 million bags. 


The free garbage bags, a service of 


the Ullage administration, originally 
were to represent a tax refund be- 
cause the new Republican majority 
of the village board thought last 
>cnr's municipal tax Increase was 
unnecdocl. But since the announce- 
ment was made this summer, plan 
upon plan has been changed and now 
the only certainty »ccms to be that 
within the next month every house- 
hold will get SO bags. 


THE STOUY of the tax reduction is 


involved and began last spring dur- 
ing the campaign for village board. 
The Republicans, If elected, pledged 
to roll back the real estate taxes to 
the 1971 level — about $6 less than 
they arc today. The proposal was to 
give every homeowner In town a 
check for the refund. But after the 
election it was determined that the 
administrative costs would be prohi- 
bitive and the scries of alternate pro- 
posals began. 


Last summer the board decided to 


give a year's supply of garbage bags 
to homeowners in place of the tax 
rebate check. But another snag de- 
veloped, when businessmen and con- 
dominium owners who also paid part 
of the total tax increase, realized 
they were getting nothing at all. This 
plan was dropped.

code to tighten construction standards in 
the city. 


"I THINK WE are as good a depart- 


ment as any city has as far as building 
goes," Haug said. "We try anyway. We 
always try to cooperate with other city 
departments. (Fire Chief Thomas) Fo- 
garty and I have gotten some good oidi- 
nances passed. 


"We eliminated a lot of the cheaper 


building ordinances in the BOCA < Build- 
ing Officials Conference of America) 
code (adopted by most municipalities, in- 
cluding Rolling Meadows.)" 


The revisions have included stiict fire 


code regulations for all construction, 
steel supports for balcony structures, 
and the elimination of frame construc- 
tion for any but single family and single 
family attached homes.

The repairs have prevented subsequent 


fires at the building from spreading as 
the 1970 fire did. Haug said. 


The city's recent balconv troubles with 


structures built before the steel-rein- 
forcement requirement have illustrated 
the importance of that code tevision. 
Haug noted. 


"I THINK our code is good, but of 


course it can still be improved." he said 
"We will need a good housing code to 
c o n t r o l apartment construction and 
apartment managers. I think the apart- 
ment managers should be licensed by 
the city, too. That way, if they don't co- 
operate when repairs are needed, mavbc 
they should be ordered to leave." 


Haug said, too, he would like to see the 


city adopt a code used in Florida which 
allows inspectors to enter vacant apart- 
ments as soon as tenants have moved out 
in order to check the condition of rooms 
and buildings. 


More city inspectors would be required 


to enforce such a code, he said But even 
if the city does not adopt the code. Hauq 
thinks at least two more inspectors will 
be needed for the city in the ne\t five 
\ears. 


"Those are things that may come in 


the future But I think the city is devel- 
oping well. You can't go too fa^t in con- 
struction because then you run into prob- 
lems later. The growth here has not been 
too fast or too slow, but it will go faster 
in the next few yers. I'm sure." 


Haug predicted that the citv's major 


areas of development in the near future 
will be the areas west of Plum Grove 
Road near the new Meadow Edge devel- 
opment and near Algonquin and Golf 
Roads to the southeast 


"AND I THINK we've seen the end of 


single family home construction." the 
veteran inspector said. "A lot of people 
are complaining that there are too many 
apartments being built, but what can vou 
do with the cost of land so high?" 


In reflecting on the growth of his 


department. Haug has only praise for his 
fellow workers. "I think now we have a 
good department. It's a voung depart- 
ment, but as far as I'm concerned it's 
the most important department in the 
city.

Haug has no intention of letting retire- 
ment in Florida completely sideline him.

chances of franchise success Increase as 
the distance from a large metropolitan 
center Increases. Cost is the key. 


In major cities, where telephone poles 


are not available, cable goes under- 
ground, at an estimated price of $20,000 a 
mile. Installation In Elmwood Park, via 
telephone poles, may top $9,000. Carpen- 
tcrsvillc spends about $7,000 a mile to 
string cable. 


While Carpentcrsville cranks out its 


network 
of cable, 
Lerncr Commu- 


nications is waiting "to prove what ue 
can do" in Elmwood Park. 


LERNER HAS waited for two years, 


while the Illinois courts determined that 
the ICC has no jurisdiction over cable, to 
put IS to 17 miles of cable in Elmwood 
Park. 


"We're appearing before the village 


board Nov. 19 to give them our specific 
proposals," said Louis Lcrner, president 
of the firm. First signal should be avail- 
able in "three to four months." 


First cable will be installed via tele- 


phone poles "in the more densely popu- 
lated areas . . . near the airport," he 
said. 


"Cable Is a strange field. You can't 


sell to subscribers until they know what 
it Is. We've done studies. We've asked if 
'you would pay $5.95 for cable tele- 
vision?' 


"What's a cable television? I've never 


heard of It," they say," Lerner said. 


Lcrncr has appeared in DCS Plaines, 


Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights to 
promote cable. "They were nice people, 
asked very nice questions. They don't un- 
derstand, though, that cable television 
has meaning for individual communities. 
They're all waiting to sec what Chicago 
does. That's a very stupid way to look at 
it." 


"We have to start to produce," Lerner 


said. "The village has been waiting for 
two years," 


THE FinST-STEP wait In Mount Pros- 


pect may end In February. That's the 
"earliest" date that a special cable tele- 
vision advisory committee is expected by 
Trustee George B. Anderson, chairman 
of the fire and police committee. 


A proposal for an area-wide system, 


discussed "a few years ago" by the 
Northwest Municipal Conference, drew 
opposition from Anderson. "When >ou 
get so many people in, it gets all knotted 
up." 


Anderson said the cable concept should 


be subject to a voter referendum. 


The "knots" that cable spokesmen fear 


are heavy-handed regulation and cum- 
bersome roadblocks to industry growth. 


THE FIRST cable ordinance approved 


in the Northwest suburbs was passed by 
the Buffalo Grove Village Board in April 
1966. The ordinance, which served as a 
model for Carpentcrsville, is concerned 
primarily with liberal franchise fees and 
subscriber charges. While the Carpen- 
tersvllle station pays a 5 per cent fee, the 
Buffalo Grove ordinance calls for an In- 
creasing scale from 1 per cent of gross 
receipts for 1,000 subscribers to 4 per 
cent for subscribers over 4,000. 


"I am Interested in the long-range fu- 


ture of cable," FCC Comr. Richard Wi- 
ley, a former resident of Northbrook, 
told cable operators at an "expo" in Ar- 
lington Heights last week. "The problem 
is to avoid believing so much in the 
promise of the adult that you never per- 
mit the child to grow up in a normal 
manner." 


Two cable systems in New York City 


— owned by Sterling Communications 
and Telcprompter Corp. — are ailing for 
a variety of reasons. And, experts sec 
problems in Manhattan as a potential 
mirror of difficulties in Chicago. The 
same experts quickly add that more 
cable potential exists in the suburbs than 
in the city. 


STERLING LOSSES for fiscal 1973 are 


$5.1 
million, the New York Times 


recently reported. Operating In an area 
similar to Chicago — where reception is 
acceptable — the two cable firms have 
attracted about 109,000 of 700,000 poten- 
tial customers for $6 a month. 


New York operators have run into 


kickback demands from landlords, the 
fear of residents to open their doors to 
subscriber salesmen and skyrocketing 
cable installation costs. 


"There's a good chance many of the 


same problems could develop in Chicago 
if the city approves a franchise," Stuart 
F. Feldstein, National Cable Television 


FREE LAY-A-WAY 


Association 
(NCTA) general counsel, 


said In Arlington Heights last week. 


Chicago's 16 CATV applicants "prob- 


ably couldn't afford to individually de- 
velop a citywidc system," Feldstein said. 
"It would be too expensive for one oper- 
ation. I would guess that the city 
would divide into separate areas and 
grant several franchises." 


SUBURBAN OFFICIALS have copied 


Chicago's hesitant cable franchise pat- 
tern.

Building new schools, remodeling old 


ones, constructing a nature center facil- 
ity and new administration offices arc 
(lie four parts in the winter referendum 
being considered by Schaumhurg Town- 
ship Elementary School Dist. 34. 


Plans for the Sili.3 million package 


were reviewed Monday by the district's 
building and sites committee. The follow- 
ing recommendation is to be made to the 
bunrd of education for finni approval: 


• About $1.1 million for new building 


needs between lUT.l-no. The district esti- 
mates Its student enrollment "111 nearly 
double by that time. 


• Renovation and improvement 
to 


eight of its older schools is estimated to 
cost about $3 million. The buildings, all 
constructed in the mid-.'Os share common 
problems such as low lighting levels, in- 
adequate washroom, office, .storage and 
cl.usroom space, no learning centers:

cy descent rattled windows and lit up 
police switchboards from Rockford to 
Glcnview. 


Col. Walt /.usl. of the i)014th Air 


F o r e e Information Squadron at 
O'Harc. said the pilot, Lt. Vcrnon 
Johnson, was on a flight from Self- 
ridge Air Force Base near Detroit to 
California, with n scheduled stop at 
Denver. Col. Zust said Lt. Johnson 
was over Dubuquc, Iowa, when he 
notified the Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration that his plane's oil gauges 
were fluctuating. 


I.T. .JOHNSON declared an emer- 


gency and was directed by the FAA 
to land at Glcnview, Col. Zust said. 
He was authorized to "make an 
emergency descent using the fastest 
means possible," Col. Zust said. 


Col. Zust said the fighter broke the 


sound barrier (720 mph) over Rock- 
ford, about !)0 miles west of Glcn- 
view. Ho said liis office began receiv- 
ing calls on the sonic boom about 
11:15 a.m. 


Police switchboards throughout the 


Northwest suburbs were flooded with 
calls from citizens as the aircraft 
passed over the area about 11:23 
a.m. Police reported receiving calls 
3D minutes after the boom. 


Col. Zust said the plane suffered 


almost a total power failure as it ap- 
proached Glcnview. 


"When he was at about 12.000 feet 


he lost almost all his power. The fi- 
nal descent and landing were mudc 
almost without power," he said. 


U. Johnson successfully

the jet without further incident. Col.

Civic groups in Hoffman Estates will 


have to start paying for temporary liquor 
licenses if they wisli to have them on a 
regular basis. 


The decision by the village board to 


begin charging for temporary licenses 
was prompted by n request from St. Hu- 
bert Church for free licenses for eight 
dates between now and May 17. The 
board granted two free licenses, for Nov. 
10 and 11, but refused to act on the other 
six. 


St. Hubert Church has requested the 


free licenses frequently in the past. 
Board members Monday noted they re- 
called three such requests in recent 
weeks, perhaps within the past month. 
The eight licenses requested this week 
were for nights when the church w ill run 
bingo games. 


THE VILLAGE generally grants licen- 


ses to civic groups for one-night social 
fund raising activities, and waives the 
fee if they are considered charitable 
events. 


Trustee Ralph Lycrla suggested charg- 


ing a license fee for organizations that 
hold regular and frequent social activi- 
ties, saying they are "a little different 
than temporary licenses for (events) 
once, twice or three times a year."

54. Board of education approval Is still 
needed. 


The addition at Muir School, Hasscll 


near Barrlngton roads, will Include eight 
to 10 rooms, the committee decided. 


Jim Blankcnshlp, liaison representa- 


tive from the Village of Schaumbiirg, 
questioned the committee's plans be- 
cause 250 youngsters are now bused to 


school from the Waldcn area, Mcacham 
and Algonquin roads. 


It seems more sensible to build a 


school where the children are instead of 
adding to another school they would have 
to be bused to, he added. 


RONALD HL'BLE, director of trans- 


portation and personnel, told BUmkcn- 
ship the Muir addition Is needed to ac- 
commodate children from that Hoffman 
Estates area, not Waldcn youngsters. 


About 50 children from the Walden de- 


velopment and 200 from the nearby 
Meadow Trace Apartments in Rolling 
Meadows arc now bused to Twinbrook 
and other nearby schools. 


If a school at Walden was constructed 


there is a possibility It would have no 


more than 50 students, he added. 


Board member Gordon Thorcn said he 


has heard rumors that Kasuba plans to 
develop the remainder of its property 
commercially instead of building more 
apartments. "If that happens we will not 
get any more students from that area 
and could be stuck with an empty 
school," he said. 


Thorcn said the Muir addition and con- 


struction at Walden are part of a four- 
year building plan approved in the past. 


The school district can build at Waldcn 


in a year or two if Kasuba continues to 
add apartments in the Rolling Meadows 
area next door.

How did North Area Campus Life profit 


from an 11-day haunted house to the tune 
of $20,300? 


They spent $6,500 building the biggest 


and most terrifying house of horrors in 
the area when drew 16,751 people. 


Campus Life, a branch of the Youth for 


Christ national organization, is an Out- 
reach program providing activities and 
counseling to high school students in the 
northwest suburbs, north shore and Lake 
County. With contacts hi each school in 
high school districts 207, 211 and 214, 
staff members attempt to direct young 
people toward a relationship with God. 


THE ORGANIZATION Is funded by its 


single money-maker as well as support 
from area churches, businesses, parents 
and residents. Prior to the haunted house 
Campus Life was operating in the red. 


"We were almost to the point of des- 


peration," said Bob Wolgemutli, a full 
time staff member. "None of the staff 
members had been paid for six-weeks. 
This (the haunted house) has really been 
an exciting thing. It is exciting to meet 
that need." 


Whey they set a $20,000 profit goal for 


the project staff members regarded it as 
impossible, Wolgemuth said. They were 
late in getting started, a deal they had 
arranged for a house fell through and 
they weren't sure if they could get it to- 
gether in time. 


"We looked to God for guidance," Wol- 


gcmuth said. 


AFTER CONTACTING Des Plalnes of- 


ficials about their plight things started 
falling in place. "The city really went to 
bat for us. Eleanor Rohrbach (city clerk) 
and all the city superintendents really 
helped us out," he said. 


The city arranged for Campus Life to 


turn the former Junior Achievement 
headquarters in downtown Des Plaincs 
into a haunted house at no cost. The 
building, owned by Kunkel Real Estate 
Co., is scheduled to be razed in the 
spring for downtown redevelopment and 
was standing vacant. 


With a week to go the Campus Life 


people spent day and night converting 
the building into the scariest place in 
town. 


The result was horrifying. Wolgemuth 


confirmed that a number of people 
fainted, others ran screaming from the 
building, some cried, few breezed 
through unscathed. 


Franklin Blvd. Hospital 
behind Wheeling facility

A 200-hcd hospital proposed for the 


WhecliiiB-Buffalo Grove area is being dc- 
vo'oncd by the Franklin Boulevard Com- 
munity Hospital of Chicago, The Herald 
learned yesterday. 


Norman Davis, hospital consultant for 


the project, released the information af- 
ter numerous questions were raised by 
Wheeling residents in a recently com- 
pleted survey. He said large numbers of 
residents wanted to know "who is behind 
It and why." 


Davis said residents also questioned 


which doctors would be associated with 
the hospital, whether employes would be 
patronage workers, and if ambulance 
calls would be restricted to the local hos- 
pital. "But the main ones seemed to be 
falling In the lines of who's behind it," he 
said. 


WHEN PLANS for the hospital first 


were announced by Wheeling Village 
Pros. Ted C. Scanlon in September, the 
developers were Identified only as a not- 
for-profit group, 
hospital affiliation was because we were 


not sure we wore going ahead with lt,knowledge, nothing has been consummat- 
rcn't sure we were going ahead with it. 
ed on the land," he said.

Davis sold the hospital would have a 


local board of directors, but would be 
owned by the Franklin Boulevard Com- 
munity Hospital.

THE IDEA FOR a Wheeling hospital 


developed out of plans for constructing a 
satellite hospital, according to Davis. "If 
we could do it and if we could have the 
funds, we'd like to have some smaller 
hospitals scattered around In a lot of 
places," he said. 


Hospital officials arc negotiating, for 


the Childerley Retreat House property at 
506 McIIcnry Rd. Davis said that he is 
unaware of any concrete action on the 
land. "At Uiis point, to the best of my 
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THIS MAP SHOWS ihe site being 
considered for Ihe proposed Wheel- 
ing hospital being developed by ihe 
Franklin Boulevard Community Hos- 
pital. Work on the hospital still is in 


the preliminary stages, although the 
results of two surveys have shown a 
positive response to the proposed fa- 
cility. 


THE HOUSE was only opened to those 


high school age and older. Two special, 
toned-down Saturday matinees for young 
children were provided. 


The word spread and the people poured 


in. Busloads came from Racine, Wis. and 
Lake Geneva. Calls for directions came 
from Harrington, Palos Park and all 
over Chicago. Last Saturday alone 2,600 
people had the fright of their life in the 
house. 


The organization took in $26,800. After 


paying off the overhead they were able 
to bank the $20,300. The profits will en- 
able them to work with young people in 
the area for another year. 


In answer to some of the residents' 


questions, Davis said that the hospital at 
first will depend on local doctors. He 
said a survey of doctors in the area 
showed that almost 50 per cent of those 
responding were interested in having 
hospital privileges. He noted, however, 
that any local doctor would be welcome 
to participate in the development of the 
facility. 


"We hope as a result of the hospital 


more doctors will move into the Wheel- 
ing-Buffalo Grove area," Davis said. He 
said the major focus of the hospital will 
be on Wheeling and Buffalo Grove, with 
a secondary area extending for a five- 
mile radius. 


HOSPITAL EMPLOYES for the pro- 


posed facility would be chosen solely on 
qualifications, Davis said. "If It's a 200- 
bcd hospital, we'll have about 400 
people," he said. "One's qualifications 
would be the only criterion." 


Davis said several residents questioned 


the fact that the village financed the cost 
of distributing the community survey. He 
said that this fact has little Influence on 
planning for the hospital since the major 
expense of analyzing the survey Is being 
paid by the Franklin Boulevard Commu- 
nity Hospital. 


"I'm analyzing the thing," he said. 


"The community Isn't paying a cent for 
It, except that they sent the survey out."

He said the heavy response is encour-
